Jos. P. Kennedy Maintains Silence, Altho Thought 
Fighting Loss of Control Thru 
Maneuvering of Stock 


NEW YORK, Oct. 1—The air in inside 
show circles is magnetically charged with 
the probability of a deal between Warner 
Brothers and Keith-Albee-Orpheum at 
any minute now. Unofficial reports are 
that control of the vaudeville chain and 
its interests by the Warners has passed 
the stage as a possibility. Executives 
concerned in the proposed transaction 
are reticent, but information leaking out 
here and there substantiates the report 
that practically all details but the for- 
mal signing of papers have been worked 
out. 

One report is that the basis on which 
exchange of stock would be made is not 
entirely satisfactory to the Warners. At 
Goldman, Sachs & Company, bankers for 


Warner Brothers, and who are said to be 
practically in control of the Warner out- 
fit, it was admitted that negotiations are 
well under way, but that it was impos- 
sible to say whether a deal would be 
consummated within a day or two. 


It is generally believed on the inside 
that the Warners have the Shubert in- 
terests as associates in the proposed 
deal and that certain stockholders in the 
K-A-O Corp. are willing to swing along 
with Lee Shubert, a K-A-O director, in 
turning the circuit over to the Warners. 


The stock of K-A-O is closely held, 
with the actuel interest held by Ken- 
nedy thru purchase from E. F. Albee,

Equity Determined To Enforce 
Fee Limit for Casting Agencies 


NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—The action taken 
last week by Actors’ Equity Association 
in putting over its rules limiting the 
casting agencies to a fee of 5 per cent 
for 10 weeks is the chief subject of 
conversation along Broadway. One 
thing is certain, however, Equity is de- 
term'ned to enforce its plan. According 
to Frank Gillmore, executive secretary, 
the association is prepared to take over 
legitimate casting and agency work it- 
self if the current measure proves 
inadequate. 


Already the agents have started ap- 
plying for their required licenses, altho 
the permits themselves will not be ready 
until Wednesday. Among those who 
have led the vanguard in making ar- 
rangements for their licenses are Jenie 
Jacobs, of the Jenie Jacobs-Willie Edel- 
stein office: Chamberlin Brown, Paul 
Scott and Dale Winters. Thru a misun- 
derstanding and misinterpretation, Jenie 
Jacobs was credited In the papers last 
week as being among the leaders in 
opposing the Equity action. M'ss Jacobs, 
it has been learned, was among the first 
to communicate with the association to 
make arrangements for securing her 
permit 

Perusal of the legislation and its pos- 
sible reactions leaves the impression 


among the trade that it is liable to 
cause further changes in the present 
system of doing business. For one thing 
it is more than likely to change the 
methods used in casting productions 
Agents point out that under the present 
system the average producer does little 
actual casting. He gets in touch with 
his agent and orders him to secure cer- 
tain types to fit certain parts. These 
agents claim that to do this requires 
much time and not a little expense. 
They must scour the vaudeville, picture 
and other theaters for the persons 
needed; there is the expense of carfares, 
taxicabs, telephone and telegraph calls. 
Oftentimes the producer wants an audi- 
tion. The agent must pay for the hall, 
the accompanist, etc. The agents. espe- 
cially those who feel that the Equity 
limitations are too drastic, claim that 
under these conditions it would be im- 
possible to operate profitably at a 5 per 
cent 10-week fee. 

Inasmuch as Equity is not concerted 
with such matters and feels that its 
drastic move is justified, it looks, in the 
opinion of the trade, that such expense 
burden henceforth will fall on the man- 
ager. There is also a possibility that it 
will develop to the po'nt where the

Edwin Hopkins Has Invention 
For Giving Films Foreign Dialog 


LAK PLACID, N. Y., Sept. 29.—A new 
talkie invention, known as “revocalized 
films and vivigraphic records”, which 
solves the problem of foreign-language 
dialog for American-made sound pictures 
and also makes it possible to place good 
speaking voices in talkies where the 
film actors do not possess the required 
vocal expression, was revealed here this 
week by Edwin Hopkins, New York play- 
wright, authors’ representative and gen- 
eral theatrical man, at the three-day 
meeting of the Society of Motion Pic- 
ture Engineers wh‘ch closed last night. 

Hopkins, the inventor of this revocaliz- 
ing idea, read a paper on his device at 
the meeting. Following are some ex- 
cerpts from his statements: 

The replacement of voices on talking 
motion picture fi'ms may be accom- 
plished in a relatively simple manner by 
inventions, which for the purpose of 
patent title T term Vivigraphic Films and 
Records (the i's pronounced as in vivid). 
A film in which voice replacement or 
voice substitution has been effected may 


be more conveniently termed a Re- 
Vocalized Film. 

Such films are highly useful for a 
number of purposes: 

1. They will enable American-made 
films to be revocalized for foreign 
languages, thus preserving the foreign 
market which is threatened by English 
language vocalization. 

2. They will enable film players, whose 
gifts of expression are facial, to team 
with players whose gifts are chiefly 
vocal. 

3. They will make open-air scenes pos- 
sible since the revocalization being ac- 
complished subsequently, the extraneous 
sounds made at the time of the making 
of the original film will not he repro- 
duced, 

4. Sound-proof studios will be un- 
necessary for the same reason, when re- 
vocalized films are made 

5. Directors may direct in the usual 
way

WILMETTE, I1l., Oct. 1—The vil- 
lage of Wilmette, on the outskirts of 
Chicago, has won its fight for Sunday 
movies, and now that the local resi- 
dents have this privilege they are 
wondering what they will do with it. 
For Wilmette may have “Sunday 
movies”, but it has no movie theater, 
either Sunday or week day. 

It is expected, however, that the ac- 
tion of the voters in favoring Sunday 
shows will result in a theater being 
built here in the near future. 


Theater Guild Movement 
Is Started in St. Paul 


ST. PAUL, Oct. 1-—A city-wide cam- 
paign for the organization of a St. Paul 
theater guild has been set on foot. Lind- 
ley Hosford, chairman of the temporary 
committee on organization, has directed 
the mailing of letters appealing for sup- 
port. The Guild plans to produce five 
plays during the first season, for which 
subscription at $5 has been asked 

A centrally located auditorium has 
been obtained for the productions. The 
plays will be the best that have been 
produced during the past few years in 
Europe and America, including O’Neill’s 
Berond the Horizon, Barry’s White 
Wings and Howard's They Knew What 
They Wanted. A trained director will be 
employed and there will be a civic work- 
shop for those who desire instruction 
and experience in production work, 
scene designing and writing. 


New Orleans Managers 
And Unions in Agreement 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 30—Musicians 
and other theatrical employees of the 
city have reached an agreement with 
the Associated Theatrical Managers and 
a new three-vear contract will be signed 
which provides for a 5 per cent increase 
at the end of the first and second years 
of the contract. The differences arose 
over relief organists at the Tudor, Or- 
pheum and State theaters. 

The new contract gives the musicians 
what they regard as adequate protection 
against inroads of the talkies. The 
agreement was reached Thursday night 
at a conference at which John Royal, of 
the Orpheum Circuit, and E. V. Rich- 
ards, of the Saenger Theaters, Inc., acted 
for the managers’ association, and Wil- 
liam J. Kerngood, Thomas Gamble and 
G. Pipitone spoke for the employees. In 
regard to the Tudor Theater contro- 
versy the musicians accepted $700, half 
the amount in dispute. 


Warner Bros. Acquire 
Skouras Theater Chain 


ST. LOUIS, Sept. 29.—WWarner Bros., 
continuing their rapid expansion pro- 
gram, Wednesday acquired the chain of 
houses operated here by the Skouras 
Bros.” Enterprises. The latter firm con- 


trols the Ambassador, Missouri and 
Grand Centra!, and the St. Louis 
Amusement Company. which has 27

He is ran- 
ning it on a continuous vaudeville and 
picture policy. 
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Trade Restraint Charge 
Against Film Distributors 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 29.—The West 
Coast Theaters, Inc., and other film pro- 
ducers and distributors of the State, in 
an information filed in the United 
States District Court here yesterday, were 
charged with conspiracy to restrain trade 
and commerce. 

The companies named in the action are 
the Universal Film Exchenge, the Fara- 
mount-Famous-Lasky Corporation, Metro- 


Goldwyn-Mayer Distributing Company, 
the Pathe Exchange; Vitagraph, Inc. 
First National Pictures, Inc; United 


Artists, and the Fox Film Company. 

Harold M. Jones, special assistant at- 
torney-general, who artived here from 
Washington yesterday, and Semucl W 
McNabb, United States attorney for the 
third district, filed the information, 
charging a violation of the Shérman 
anti-trust act. The violations were aj- 
leged to have taken place between July 
27 and December 31, 1927. 


M.P.A.-A.T.A.M. Representatives 
Are Called for Conference 


NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—Communica- 
tions between the Association of Theat- 
Tical Agents and Managers and the 
Managers’ Protective Association led to 
a call from Joseph P. Bickerton, Jr.. 
attorney for the managers, to executives 
of the A. T. A. M. for a conference of 
representatives of both associations for 
Wednesday last in Bickerton’s office in 
the Candler Building, on West 42d street. 

Theodore Mitchell, president, and 
M. T. Middleton, secretary-treasurer, 
representatives of the A. T. A. M., pre- 
sented their proposals ag outlined (in 
part) in The Billboard of September 8, 
and in a printed prospectus sent by 
mail to the 466 enrolled members of 
a. A. 

Mr. Bickerton, as attorney for the 
M. P. A. and Ralph Long, of the 
Charles B. Dillingham offices; Harry 
Klein. of the Chanin Theate~ Corpora- 
tion: Jack Dillon, of the A. L. Erlanger 
offices; David Feinston, of the Shubert 
offices, and Warren P. Munsell, of the 
Theater Guild, acting as a Labor Com- 
mittee of the M. P. A., entered into a 
general discussion of the many and 
varied proposals of the A. T. A. M., as 
an effective organization ready and 
willing to co-operate with the M. P. A, 
for the stabilization of theatricals in 
general as it affects owners, lessees and 
managers of theaters, financiers, opera- 
tors and producing managers of theat- 
rical enterprises and managers, press 
representatives and advance agents of 
companies. 

While there was much discussion, 
there were few, if any, debates on the 
part of the respective representatives of 
both associations, the conference taking 
On the aspect of genial understanding 
of the claims of both associations. 

The only debate worth consideration 
was a request from the M. P. A. repre- 
sentatives that in the event the M. P. A 
recognizes and endorses the proposals of 
the A. T. A. M. the latter association 
will not discriminate against applica- 
tions for membership from attaches of 
the M. P. A. offices who heretofore have 
indicated by word and action that they 
are opposed to unionization of company 
msnagers, press representatives and 
advance agents. 

Being assured that applications from 
present attaches of the M. P, A. will 
be given careful consideration, and if 
found desirable admitted to member- 
ship in the A. T. A. M., the conference 
took on a further aspect of genial com- 
panionship never heretofore found in a 
conference of theatrical representatives. 

Having discussed and debated the pro- 
posals of the A. T. A. M. thoroly, At- 
torney Bickerton for the M. P. A. called 
on the A. T. A. M. to draft a tentative 
contract to be submitted to the M. P. A. 
Monday, and Judge M. H. Grossman, of 
House, Grossman & Vorhees, is at work 
on the contract. 


Gil Boag Ties Up 
Gilda Gray’s Film 


LONDON, Sept. 29.—Gil Boag this week 
served a writ on his wife, Gilda Gray, re- 
straining her from working in the 
English film, Piccadilly, for which it is 
Said she is receiving $3.000 weekly. 

Boag alleges a breach of contract, 
stating that he entered a contract with 
Gilda, entitling him to 40 per cent of 
her earnings.

By Request is a welcome addition to 
Broadway's list of worth-while attrac- 
tions. It is a clever, amusing and witty 
comedy that offers an evening of genuine 
entertainment. Not that there is any- 


thing particularly striking about the 
play itself. In fact, it is rather a harm- 
less affair. Withall, however, it is pun- 


gent with typical Nugent humor an 
beautifully played by the Nugents 
father, son and wife. 

The essence from which By Request is 
derived is of an unusually antique vint- 
age and ‘there are times when the play 
gives evidence of tottering. Nevertheless, 
it really doesn’t matter. No one con- 
cerned with the piece would claim any 
reason for its existence other than as a 
medium of entertainment Certainly, 
By Request is that. Packed with laughs 
that pile up on each other, dialog that 
thet is brittlely amusing without being 
superficially clever, and given 4 breath 
of freshness by the easy playing of the 
cast, it is delightful fun. 


Safe to say that this Nugent comedy 
is among the best this family has con- 
tributed, either from a viewpoint of 
writing or playing. Also, it is a feather 
n Cohan’s cap. It shows clear evidence 
of his clever hand and much of the 
‘redit for its breezy playing must go to 
that producer. 

The story concerns one William Abbédtt, 
a young and unsophisticated newspaper- 
man from the Middle West, whe has 
come to New York to do some writing 
and look things over. He has ambitions 
to become New York correspondent for a 
chain of papers which has recently 
bought his Ohio sheet. The first act is 
set in the studio apartinent which he 
has subleased for the summer. There 
8 & party in progress and his guests ave 
a bunch of would-be sophisticates and 
pseudo-intellectuals. Hv has overesti- 
mated thelr worth and is blinded by the 
irtificial glamour they throw off. One girl 
in particular, a shrewd and blase siren, 
has him buffaloed and he gives evidence 
of falling for her none too unwelcome 
charms. At the height of the party, his 
Wife phones and says she is downstairs. 
She has come to surprine him. In the 
meantime, however, he las promised to 
go the next day for a week-end trip to 
Bar Harbor with the siren. 


When the wife arrives, she notes a 
change in her husband's manner. She 
‘s not able to grasp the outlook of his 
parasitical associates and her naivete 
and innocence place him in an embar- 
Tassing position.

There is little to get excited about in 
the story since it has been done time 
and time again. The playing of the Nu- 
gents, however, does bring something 
new. By Request contains some of the 
finest and truest examples of typical, 
middle-class American humor that the 
stage has seen in some time. Honest, in 
fact so much so that at times it verges 
on the bitter, the laughs in this show 
are legitimate and pointed. There are 
No cheap gags, no strained epigrams, no 
superficial attempts to be brilliant. It 
is always iteelf; good, clean, American 
entertainment. Whatever it may do on 
Broadway, Bu Request is a perfect piece 
of stock property. 

Elliott Nugent is just about perfect 
as the young editor, Never overplaying, 
he is the personification of this common, 
intensely human and unsullied type. 
Like all fine comedians, Nugent touches 
a point of pathos to his humor, Equally 
as impressive is Norma Lee as the wife. 
Sweet, pretty and charmingly naive, she 
is perfectly cast and makes a superb 
teammate for her husband. J. C. Nu- 
gent has relatively little to do as the 
newspaper magnate, but he brings to the 
part an air of distinction that is a prom- 
inent plank in the structure of the pro- 
duction. Verree Teasdale is easily be- 
lievable as the siren. Beautiful, clever 
and personable, her play! lends easy 
credence to the ons the Middle 
Western youth. 

Harry McNaughton gets in plenty of 
laughs as a cynical artist, and Grant 
Mills is easy and effective as an actor. 
Eleanor Winslow Williams does nicely as 
a woman of easy virtue, and Jules Epailly, 
Wills Claire, Charles Halton and Milton 
C. Herman are well adapted to their va- 
rious character parts.

Realism most ¢-rtainly has found a 
permanent place in the contemporary 
theater. Deftly and sincerely handled, 
there is nothing more effective. It is 
time to draw a halt, however, when 
realism is prostituted to the extent that 
it becomes synonymous with sensation- 
alism. Fast Life belongs in the latter 
category. Claptrap of the most brazen 
order, it has been fashioned to appeal 
to the morbid. Never better than cheap 
melodrama, it is most often repulsive. 

It may be that there is some excuse 
for presenting all the sordid details 
that surround an execution if they play 
their part in emphasizing a profound 
truth or show some sincerity of purpose. 
But what reason can there possibly be 
when such nauseating stuff Is presented 
to the public for no loftier motive than 
box-office receipts? However, as far as 
Fast Life is concerned, there is one 
consolation—the play is built of such 


rank tin and prompted by such base 
motives that it will turn up its toes be- 
fore many nights have passed. If 
similar policies lead certain newspapers 
to be termed “yellow”, then this most 
certainly is yellow theater. 

Murder and the punishment thereof 
offer material for legitimate and force- 
ful drama. Handled intelligently, they 
hold possibilities of tremendous propor- 
tions. This is shown by at least one 
current dramatic attraction on Broad- 
way. But Samuel Shipman and John 
B. Hymer have not been up to their 
subject. Blinded by the demands of 
the box office and stifled by com- 
promises, made in the hope that they 
were fashioning something suitable for 
mass consumption, they have succeeded 
only in having their names attached to 
the grimest, most superficial and hollow 
drama of the season. 

Crammed to the hilt with cheap 
theater, Fast Life defeats its own pur- 
pose by the tawdriness of its material. 
the rank hokum of its situations and 
banal logic behind its reasoning. It is 
evident that the authors only wrote 
three acts that they might have some 
excuse for dragging in the death-house 
and electrocution-chamber scenes. The 
truth of the matter is that those two 
scenes have acted as a boomerang 
Whatever merits the play might have 
had (it is doubtful if there were any) 
have been killed by these scenes. The 
public will not stand it, especially when 
they are prompted by the brassy motives 
that permeate this play. 

Judging from the title one might 
suppose that the Messrs. Shipman and 
Hyman would philosophize on the cor- 
ruption of youth and its effect on 
society. Nothing could be farther from 
the case. As a matter of fact, the char- 
acters in this opus are a harmless, naive 
lot who find themselves in a jam thru 
a misunderstanding built upon an over- 
estimated situation. The life these 
young people lead, as portrayed in the 
opening scene, is anything but fast, and, 
in fact, the only questionable inclina- 
tion of these young folk is toward 
synthetic gin. 

It is hardly worth while to give the 
story. Suffice to say that it concerns 
& murder. The wrong man is convicted 
and they have him strapped in the chair 
awaiting the current before the truth 
comes out. The Governor's son did the 
shooting, he who had kept silent even 
while his father was refusing to grant 
&@ reprieve to the innocent youth. He is 
ordered arrested. He leaves the room 
to get some clothes. A shot is heard. 
He has killed himself. None of it is 
craftily handled. Anyone with one eye 
closed could see from the very begin- 
ning how it would all work out. 

Since the authors have gone to such 
pains with such crude hokum it might 
not be amiss to point out the fact that 
they have been grossly illogical. Why 
all the hullabaloo about the murder? 
In no State would the crime, as ex- 
plained in Fast Life, warrant the death 
sentence. It was not prémeditated; it 
was not first degree. Life is the most 
the guilty man could bave received. 
What could be worse than 2 rank drama 
based on a false premise? 

It is surprising how and why such 
bad plays merit good ormances. For 
the most part Fast Life is excellently 
cast and delicately played. In fact, only 
in the first act does the acting pall. 
It is never believable during that sup- 
posedly wild party. Claudette Colbert 
does a capital job as the young wife of 
the condemned man. An emotional 
actress of exceptional talent, she seldom 
overdraws the tensely leading scenes 
that form the bulk of her contribution. 
She is inclined to be a trifle too coy 
during the early scene, but when the 
really heavy moments arrive she is more 
than up to them. 

Chester Morris does fine work as the 
Governor’s son, and William Morris ts 
restrained and dignified as the Gov- 
ernor, Donald Dillaway almost succeeds 
in making the condemned man seem 
real, so delicate and unpretentious is 
his Interpretation. Crane Wilbur is 
suitable as the warden, afid Jean Claren- 
don gets in a few colorful moments as 
a stubborn, blaspheming murderer being 
led to the chair. C, Edwin Brandt draws 
sympathy by his playing of the con- 
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demned man’s father. The balance of 
the parts are little more than bits. 
The direction is capable and the picy 
moves along at a fast, even tempo. No 
credit is given for the settings. which 
offer little out of the ordinary.

Attorney General's Office Investi- 
gates Financing of “The 
Theatre Creative” 


NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—The attorney 
from the office of Attorney General Ot- 
tinger assigned to investigate the stock- 
selling project for financing The Thea- 
tre Creative declares that this matter is 
“still open”. For the present, he says, 
the attorney general's office is “resting 
on its oars,” adding that he had noth- 
ing more to say about the case at pres- 
ent. 

Establishing a creative playhouse in 
the Broadway district was the project 
conceived by O. Lee Tripp, two years ago, 
when he launched the idea of building 
what he described as “the first all- 
American art theater.”

In September Than Formerly 


Shows Now Running Have Highest Average of Performances in 
Last Five Years, But Are Smaller in Number Than in Seven— 


Reason Credited to Desire To 


NEW YORK, Oct.

the growing 


tendency to delay bringing mvsical productions into Broadway theaters until the 
fall season is well under way is the outstanding trade dev elopment of the month 
just concluded in the musical comedy field. Altho the number of musical pro- 
ductions now showing in New York houses is small, preparations and plans in the 


producing offices show that a large num- 
ber of such attractions will be booked 
in theaters of this district by the middle 
of November. 

When September closed Saturday night 
(figuring by box-office time), there were 
fewer musicals on Broadway than in 
September during the last seven years, 
with one exception. The total was 16, 
which was one more than in 1923. Last 
September ended with 18 musicals on 
the boards and the same number stood 
for 1926. Only 17 were running when 
September, 1925, rounded out, but there 
were 20 in 1924. Seventeen was the total 
for 1922. 

The entire month of September, taken 
week by week, is slower from this point 
of view than the preceding Septembers 
for five years. At the end of the first 
week there we:e 11 musicals showing, in 
comparison with 16 last year, 13 in 1926, 
14 in 1925 and 19 in 1924. The same 
number is recorded for the second 
quarterly period this season, as against 
17 in 1927, 15 in 1926, 14 in 1925 and 21 
in 1924. The figure jumped two shows 
for the end of the third week, which 
closed with musical productions, as 
ageinst 18 in 1927 and 1926, 15 in 1925 
and 21 in 1924. 

The number of successful shows for 
September, however, is singularly the 
same for every year with one exception. 
Seven plays have registered more th: 
100 performances when October starteu 
every year except 1926, when there were 
nine. September, 1928, nevertheless, 
holds the record for having the largest 
percentage of shows with long runs, all 
but one of the musicals in this class 


having run more than 225 perform- 
ances. These are The Connecticut 
Yan’.e+, with 389 performances; Good 


News, with 454: Rain or Shine, with 268; 
Rosalie, with 295: Skow Boat, with 320, 
and The Three Musketeers, with 231. The 
Seandalg did 104. 


In the last five Septembers, only two 
other shows did over 400 performances. 
These were The Vagabond King and 
Sunny, each having 428 in 1926. 


Felix Signs Exclusively

Nears Players 
To Be Aided 


Association Plans To Assist Un- 
known Performers With 
Ability 


NEW YORE, Oct. 1.—The growing pop- 
ularity of colored performers with Cau- 
casian audiences is resulting in both a 
more enthusiastic and successful at- 
tempt on the part of serious negro ar- 
tists to establish themselves and their 
race tn higher realms of theatrical and 
musical art and In an awakening reali- 
vation that it will be advantageous to 
help, in a systematic way, unknown 
negro performers of ability tn clicking 
in the fields already penetrated by more 
successful artista. 

As a result of this feeling, it is learned 
that the Florence Mills Association will 
take an active part in pointing young 
colored players. While it has not yet 
been officially announced, tt is under- 
stood that this organization, which was 
organized last December to honor the 
memory of the late star whose name it 
took, will appoint a committee to seek 
promising negro performers who have 
had either successful or limited stage 
experience, and guide them in develop- 
ing and placing themselves In a position 
to make a reputation for themselves. 

The organization will doubtless raise 
funds to be applied to this cause by 
giving another series of benefit perform- 
ances, also in a number of theaters in 
several cities, as previously. With this 
as & nucleus, some of the more promis- 
ing candidates will be advanced tuition 
for training. particularly in singing and 
dancing, and also in general stage work 
Also, musical shows will be produced 
in the colored sections of various com- 
munities in order to give these embryo 
stars the opportunity of showing their 
stuff. It is also the intention of those 
concerned to arrange for the Broadway 
production of any such attraction that 
has the appearance of clicking in Long- 
acre company. 


Another Negro Opera 
Planned for Broadway 


NEW YORK. Oct. 1—Negro opera ts 
about to receive another impetus in New 
York. Following close upon the heels 
of Valdo L. Freeman's production of 
Voodoo, which was described as the first 
opera composed, sung and directed by 
American negroes and which was fa- 
vorably treated by the critics, another 
opera will be produced.

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Vaude. Casting Agents Mum 
On Effect of Equity Ruling 


Looking to Some Way To Bring 


About Change in the Situation— 


Some Claiming Order Will Ruin Them, Yer They 
Can’t Explain How 


NEW YORE, Oct. 1—Equity’s recent ruling that all casting agencies doing 
business with its members must be licensed and agree to limit their commission 
charges to five per cent for 10 weeks is being met in the vaudeville portion of 
the casting field with the ambiguous comment, “Hush”. The drastic measure goes 


into effect October 9 and it is apparent 
between casting for legit. and veudeville 
are sparring for time until there is no 
spark of hope left to effect a change in 
the situation. Equity is ioath to reveal 
the names of the agencies licensed until 
publication of the complete list and, on 
the other hand, vaudeville casting of- 
fices are just as reticent in announcing 
what action they will take in the matter. 

One of the more important reactions 
in the vaudeville field to the latest piece 
of Equity legislation, from the per- 
former's angle, is a realization among 
those dependent on casting offices for 
work that never before has it been brought 
out with force, as with the news 
of Equity’s agency ruling. the need in 
the variety field of a representative per- 
formers’ organization with strength equal 
to that of Equity in its own field. Those 
of the vaudeville casting agents dis- 
posed to discuss the situation resulting 
possibly from the latest Equity restric- 
tion steered clear of their own action 
in the matter, but agreed that in order 
to clear their overhead a large number 
of those agents who apply for Equity 
licenses will switch the excess percentage 
burden to the shoulders of artistes not 
protected by an Equity card. It will be 
a case of “borrowing from Paul to pay 
Peter”, with the non-Equity “Pauls” do- 
ing the paying 

Vaudeville agents could not, of course, 
argue with the fustice of the Equity 
ruling. but several of them declared that 
the whole procedure is a conspiracy to 
put them out of business. Their line of 
reasoning, which is similar in all the 
cases, bespeaks a-lack of logic since they 
protest that they are being ruined and 
in the same breath declare that they 
rarely charge more than the rate pre- 
scribed in the recent legis’ation. Ex- 
cessive charges are made only, one of 
them added, when relations with artistes 
involve more than mere job hunting, as 
in the case of agents who undertake to 
inance and exploit individual clients at 
their own time and expense. 

A survey of the commission situation 
in vaudeville casting offices shows that 
most of them charge a rate of five per

cent, running thruout the engagement 
effected and frequently involving all 


remunerative professional contacts ema- 
nating therefrom. The agents claim that 
when they insure steady work for a 
performer they are entitled to a small 
portion of the money earned thru the 
connection.

NEW YORK, Oct. 1.—Sound shorts featuring well-known entertainers are to 
be put on a 5 and 10-cent basis for the small-town exhibitor, unable to pay the 
installation fees demanded for Movietone and Vitaphone, t>ru the medium of 
Reeltone, another new dévice for transmitting sound and u.alog to the screen. 
Morton Nathenson, who books American-made motion pictures for foreign fields, 


including South Africa, is reputed to be 
the sole owner of the new device that 
previously has received very little pub- 
icity 
The new sound method is known as the 
Webb Process and is the invention of 4 
ventleman named Webb, said to have 
been associated with the Bell Telephone 
Company for more than 30 years. He 
verfected his process from a standpoint 
¢ suitability and economy with an eye 
towards the small exhibitor. The present 
plan is to install Reeltone at a maximum 
cost of $1,000 

Nathenson just recently obtained con- 
trol of the process thru a Baltimore trust 
company acting for the estate of the in- 
ventor. The purchase price was not 
divulged, but was presumably a healthy 
figure 

From a source close to Nathenson. 
The Billboard learns that the new proc- 
ess eliminates the necessity of the hurce 
amplifiers essential to the Vitaphone 
and other established sound devices 
Despite this it is claimed that the sound 
and volume in no way suffers and can- 
not be distinguished from the more ex- 
pensive apparatus. Discs are used as in 
Vitaphone and a large sounding horn in 
the pit or backstage serves to amplify 

Reeltone, from al! we are able to learn, 
is simply a Woolworth gesture tending to 
attract the exhibitor of the very smal- 
lest houses, who is anxious to provide 
his clientele with the latest novelty 
without going bankrupt. At the start 
they will be satisfied with two or three 
sound short subjects as an adjunct to 
their regular silent program. 

Nathenson, it is understood, cuar- 
antees the exhibitor at least 108 short 
subjects for the year and this number 
may be increased later. The Reeltone ap- 
paratus is being manufactured in Balti- 
more and will soon be ready for installa- 
tion, according to our informant. 

Exhibitors who attended the dem- 
onstration of Reeltone at the Chelsea 
Theater here Priday night, foliowing the 
conclusion of the regular performance, 
were duly impressed by the possibilities 
it holds forth, it was reported.

— Indications 
point to a good season for the local 
Offices booking one nighters and special 
business-getting attractions, such as op- 
portunity, beauty and country-store con- 
tests, into straight picture and vaude- 
film houses. Among ths leaders in the 
field, Stern & Green and Solly Shaw, 
there is utmost optimism. Most of their 
houses are back and negotiations are on 
for flocks of others who are depending 
upon the coffee-and-cake single and 
doubles to offset talkie acts booked in by 
the opposition. 

This optimism, which is evidently 
backed up ty material results in house 
acquisitions, is deemed unfounded by 
others in the field with views unbiased 
by an interest in buying acts for the 
smaller houses. There are those who 
claim that a large number of independ- 
ent operators who formerly used acts 
without hesitation from seascn to sea- 
son are this year either resolved to wire 
their houeses for talkie shorts or are 
suspending judgment on buying acts 
until the time when they can cet 2 
better view of the talkie situation. In 
fact, several reliable showmen are re- 
sponsible for the information that even 
many of the smaller houses now using 
acts are doing so because they have 
not yet been able to close wiring con- 
tracts.

Face Inventor Suit 


‘Death Ray’ Wizard Has Deal 
on To Turn Over Talkie 
Patents 


NEW YORK, Oct. 1—Harry Grindell- 
Matthews, noted inventor of the electric 
beam or so-called “death ray”, is pre- 
paring to bring suit against the Fox 
Film Corporation and De Forest Phono- 
films, Inc., for infringement of patent 
on his electric gas discharge tube, he 
announces. Matthews has obtained 22 
patents since 1918, covering, he claims, 
almost every angle of registering sound 
vpon film. This will not affect films 
that are synchronized with disc records. 
Matthews has a talking film of the late 
Sir Ernest Shackleton, taken six weeks 
rrior to his death. He claims this 
proves he was the ploneer inventor in 
the telkie field, and any recording of 
sound upon film as is now being done 
by De Forest its merely a copy of his 
idea. Patents were granted to Matthews 
in England in 1922 and in the United 
States in 1926. His process is the pick- 
ing up of sound waves which pass thru 
the “glorion” tube and form a light 
upon the negative. The rays of light 
shining thru the positive print throw 
sound wares into microphones which 
then relay it to amplifiers. 

General Electric is now distributing 
the tubes in England for medical pur- 
poses only, as they are also used for 
treatment of tuberculosis of the cye. 
Matthews believes discs will be anti- 
quated within the next two or three 
years and that his method will replace 
them. He has retained J. Addison Kelly 
of this city as counsel, and expects to 
have the case on an early calendar.

To date, it is said, more 
than 1,500,000 feet of negative has been 
exposed and the film cutters are faced 
with the gigantic task of discarding at 
least 1,488,000 feet of this, as it is un- 
usual for even a road show special to 
run over 12,000 feet—or about 12 reels. 
To fill the assignment, therefore, ob- 
viously will tax the Ingenuity of even a 
Hollywood film cutter. 

The picture is reported t9 be costing 
in the neighborhood of $2,000,000 to pro- 
duce, no insignificant sum in production 
annals. When it is considered that a pic- 
ture must gross at the box office about 
three times its production cost before it 
really starte to pay dividends on the in- 
vestment it can be readily seen that 
young Mr. Hughes is quite a gambler. 

Dialog pictures that are now sweeping 
all before them thru the country are 
very likely to prove a deterrent at the 
box office when it comes to Hughes 
realizing on his investment. By the 
time Hell's Angels is released in Janu- 
ary, as how planned, even an extraor- 
dinary superfilm will find it extremely 
difficult to vie with the talkies. The fact 
that Hughes is synchronizing his picture 
and adding sound effects will not par- 
ticularly increase its appeal to a public 
that now shouts for dialog. The longer 
the releasing date is held up the more 
possibility there existe that it will prove 
a@ financial flop.

Patron’s Howl to Censor _ 
Proves Boomerang to Film 


NEW YORK, Oct. 1. — Abraham 
Kutz, president of the Far Rockaway 
Parent-Teacher Association, tired of 
his inconspicuous position in life and 
craved a spot in the limelight. He 
wanted to be a film censor and delete 
from pictures the portions that ran- 
kled the Kutz sensibilities the way in 
which he read other film censors did 
thruout the country in what they 
seriously—but the public generally 
laughingly—regard as safeguarding 
the public's morals. So Kutz became 
a self-constituted censor—but for @ 
day—then he returned to his incon- 
spicuous role of Mr. Ordinary Citizen. 

He did manage to get his name in 
the newspapers, but his foray as a 
public benefactor was short lived. 
After he witnessed Thomas Meighan's 
picture of the underworld, The 
Racket, Mr. Kutz.forthwith sat him- 
self down and gave vent to his in- 
dignation in a letter to James 
Wingate, director of the motion pic- 
ture division of the State Department 
of Education, demanding that the 
picture be suppressed as a blight on 
law and order and a reflection on the 
beautiful civic morale. 

Then, strangely enough, members 
of the police committee of the Rock- 
away Board of Trade hied themselves 
to the picture house to give this eye- 
sore the once over and came away 
eulogizing it to the sky. When they 
sat down and wrote Wingate a nice 
letter telling him the picture was 
o. k. he might have been torn by 
conflicting emotions, but he wasn’t. 
He quite logically decided to harken 
to the police eulogies and Kutz 
slipped back into the drab existence 
of an unsppreciated civic moral- 
guarder.

MILT DILL AND SISTER, in a lariat routine, dotted by brother’s smartcracking, 
opened the show. The youngsters have a collection of good roping bits, and the 
girlie, particularly, does a neat one, putting on a jacket while swinging a length.

Reviewed Monday afternoon, Septem- 
ber 24, at the Palace, New York.

Margaret Anglin gives an impressive 

performance in George Kelly’s Smarty’s 
Party, formerly done in vaudeville 
by Rose Mary King (1923) and 
by Mme. Besson (1924). Without an ac- 
tress of Miss Anglin's ability, it is ob- 
vious the sketch has little to recommend 
it for the big-time houses. The con- 
struction of the sketch is able so far as 
the dialog and situations go, but the 
story’s ending is left so doubtful that 
one is dubious as to what Kelly is driv- 
ing at when the mother disowns the boy 
following knowledge of his marriage 
without her consent, basing her action 
on a confession that the young man, 
after all, is mot her son. One is led to 
believe this is merely the mother’s way 
out, but the author gives nothing more 
than the slimmest clue that this is the 
case. 
As vaudeville entertainment, however, 
the acting of the mother role by Miss 
Anglin makes Smarty’s Party well worth 
seeing. Harry Moore, as the boy, over- 
acts his part, and Betty Barlow, the girl, 
is not so colorful in her role. The maid, 
Mary Gildea, gives a good account of her- 
self in a typical role. R. C.

“Big Bill” Tilden, monarch of the ten- 
nis world, keeps shy of topics related to 
the net sport because of contractual 
prearrangement, but he as well as his 
audience is aware that were it not fcr 
his racquet-wielding achievements the 
fourth spot on the Palace bill would not 
be his.

Clark has rounded up 
some good talent, including a girl en- 
semble of six clever nifties and a good 
10-piece band. The doings are projected 
before an elaborate battleship setting, 
with cloud effects, gun turrets ‘n’ every- 
thing. Those of the company singled out 
for Specialties do a good fob of it, but 
the whole is lacking in variety and con- 
sistent speed. 


The crowning fault of the offering lies 
with Clark's well-meaning but disastrous 
attempt to make himself the comedy 
pivot of the action. Tradition notwith- 
standing, fat men are not quite as funny 
on the stage as they are cracked up to 
be—uniless they are equipped with very 
funny material and situations. Clark 
has neither—and there lies his misfor- 
tune. Individually, he is not half bad. 
He flaunts a pleasing personality, knows 
how to sell a song, and lends to the 
routine a strong dose of self-assurance. 
There is too much of Clark, however, for 
a 58-minute show.

salaries of certain underpaid bookers 
were highly commended by those in the 
know, who constitute the grand stand of 
the game of vaudeville. Placing book- 
ers’ salaries On ® more rational basis 
will probably help to solve, as has been 
indicated here before, the petty graft 
problem and other problems that pre- 
sented themselves as a consequence of 
the low salaries in force before Kennedy 
and his clean-up squad invaded the Pa!- 
ace Theater Building block. Yet, when 
all is said and done, the reorganizers 
could have gone a step further tn order 
to reach a consistent conclusion to their 
meritable efforts. As matters are re- 
rted to stand now in the various of- 
fices affiliated with the K-A-O booking 
department. the bookers themselves are 
being fairly well compensated but those 
who are depended upon to assist them 
in maintaining a smoothly running ma- 
chine are not quite so fortunate. We 
refer to the clerks and several of the 
junior executives in the offices con- 
cerned solely with detail work arising 
from the vaudeville booking routine 
Several cases have been called to our 
attention of capable young men, com- 
paratively long in the service of the 
K-A-O outfit, who are drawing weekly 
Salaries that sre all out of proportion 
to the length of their employment and 
the responsibilities and importance of 
their jobs. A stipend of less than $25 
& week to a lad who has spent about 
five years preparing himself for a junior 
executive's post is hardly in accordance 
with what we interpret as the policies 
of the New Era. It may be that propor- 
fonate advances in salary to underpaid 
clerks and junior executives are on the 
way, probably being sidetracked now 


in favor of more important improve- 
ments. It is hoped that this is the 
case. To our way of thinking, raising 
the compensation of bookers while neg- 
lecting to render proportionate finan- 
cial assistance to those holding down 
Gesks which are necessary to a good 
showing by the booking department is 
8 good job only half finished; which 
— in plain language, not finished 
all, 


HOUSE MANAGERS in the New York 
district of the Loew Circuit are still 
Plodding along under the familiar ar- 
rangement of a day off every month or 
thereabouts.

system of national control. It pays its 
house men fairly good salaries and pro- 
motes the right spirit by advancement 
in responsibility consistent with good 
work. It's a pity that the day-off prob- 
lem has not been solved satisfactorily 
by this time. 

True, the circult employs so-called re- 
lief managers who swing around the 
New York houses, giving house exec- 
utives their days off as they go. How- 
ever, the present arrangement involves 
the employment of too few roving man- 
agers to give the resident men a rea- 
sonable amount of leisure time. Should 
a house executive become ill the present 
system works out so that his colleagues 
are deprived of as many days off as it 
takes for him to recover sufficiently to 
return to his post. This arrangement 
makes for a form of socialism that 
spreads no benefit to the constituents, 
but forces all, practically, to“suffer the 
misfortunes of one. A circuit that is 
lavish in expendituves for other benefi- 
cent purposes should give some atten- 
tion to this condition. House menecan 
hardly be expected to give the best that 
is in them when their favorite Polly- 
anna song is Four Walls, every day and 
night in the week, except “every month 
or thereabouts”. Charles C. Moscowitz 
and his staff of Metropolitan District 
executives should approach the easily 
solved problem from our angle. 


NOW THAT THE STAGEHANDS of the 
New York district have their raise let 
us hope, brothers, that the few extra 
simoleons a week will do away with 
some of the petty graft that has existed 
in their domain the last several seasons. 
For one, we wonder whether stagehands 
will decide to be easy on ncts playing 
dates at salaries scarcely large enough 
to pay their expenses. Why stagehands 
have persisted in extracting tribute from 
artistes being paid far less than they 
has always been a puzzle. Should they 
persist in keeping the tipping institution 


alive the procedure will be more than a 
puzzle. In the words of an actor friend 
it will be “a damn shame.” 


It's quite all right for a highly paid 
star to tip the boys backstage for ex- 
ceptionally good service. Why matters 
should be so arranged as to make tipping 
& universal obligation can best be ex- 
plained by those employed backstage in 
the far-flung houses of the major cir- 
cults. There is such a thing as tyranny 
of employers and, by the same token, 
Stagehands, at this time, have to be 
very, very careful that they shall not 
be accused of putting into practice the 
tyranny of unionization. 


The stage employees’ organization has 
its field pretty well sewed up and it 
can hold its power. which no one would 
dare deny to it, only by handling its 
unionization weapon with the utmost 
care and human consideration. For their 
own welfare stagehands ought to lay 
of the underpaid performers.

Warners and their brother gambler. Biil 
Fox, are even going so far as to cleverly 
mislead the public on their first “sound 
pictures”, really scheduled silents that 
the big fellows. now hot on sound, de- 
cided to dress up for talkie-crazed audi- 
ences with a “canned” score and a few 
sound effects. 

M-G-M, or rather the Capitol, 
York, in advance trailers advertised their 
first sound production, Our Dancing 
Daughters, as the greatest sound picture 
ever made. Paramount and others also 
are putting out program product with 
the mechanical scores and sound effects, 
plugging them to a fare-you-well in an 
effort to nab patrons who are going in 
strong for co-called talking pictures. 

To date these sound pictures, with 
only scores and effects, would be as well 
off, probably better off, without the Vita- 
phone or Movietone accompaniment ex- 
cept from the economy angle. 

The trouble is that Warners and Fox 
are so far ahead of others that the 
others have had to take stuff produced 
as silents and add scores and effects in 
order to land that part of the movie- 
going public which is going after talkies 
and somehow or other has paid a lot 
of dough into the Warner and Fox 
coffers. 

SMALL EXHIBITORS are still enthu- 
Siastic over talkies, but altho they are 
now reported in some quarters to be 
willing te cough up $10,000 or more for 
combination Vitaphone-Movietone instal- 
lations, they are faced with the prob- 
ability that if orders are placed now, 
equipment cannot be delivered for 
months. 

In the meantime big chains are being 
installed to handle sound pictures and 
those who order equipment now will 
quite possibly have to wait until Publis, 
Loew and others are taken care of. This 
has the small fry in the exhibition end of 
the industry somewhat worried. Opposi- 
tion from the big chains will doubtless 
increase with the latter using talkies 
ahead of the independents, but nothing 
can be done. unless Electrical Research 
Speeds up operations.

T. R. M. P. A. Notes

President 


We are going to use this column this 
week for the sole purpose of appealing 
to our delinquent members. We want 
you to make a special effort to pay your 
dues, especially the members who are 
in arrears for the first half. We realize 
that this has been an unusual season 
and that you have had many difficulties 
to overcome, but we also feel that you 
could manage to get $25 together and 
send in your back dues. As stated before 
in this column, if the members who are 
in arrears would pay up, this amount 
would cover all the expenses that will be 
incurred by the organization until the 
annual meeting, March 1. The current 
dues would provide a surplus for emer- 
gencies. 

Now you may be one of the few who 
has been quoted as saying: “Oh, what's 
the use os paying up; what has T. R. 
M. P. A. done?” Well, how can an or- 
ganization do anything if it hasn't the 
financial support of its members? And 
T. R. M. P. A. could have done many 
things if you had done your bit, and the 
least that you can do is to pay your ob- 
ligations. We are working all the time, 
working on all the problems that con- 
front the tent repertoire business and 
trying to keep prepared, but it is dis- 
couraging if you will not consider your 
business worth enough to have it pro- 
tected by the one and only means of 
protection, “organization”. 

You pledged yourself to obligations 


when you became a member, and the 
least you could do would be to consider 
those obligations. You wouldn't let your 
insurance run over, would you? Well, 
T. R. M. P. A. is the tent repertoire man- 
agers’ “life” insurance. You pay your 
life imsurance, because when life passes 
out it means protection for your loved 
ones. Well, how about the life of your 
business? Isn't it the same thing? Look 
at the great tent showrnen of yesterday, 
whose names are perpetuated, whose 
businesses .re still being carried on, and 
they didn’t have the octopus to combat. 
They probably didn’t need business life 
insurance, but you do. And you can put 
it down in your little book that your 
policy in T. R. M. P. A. is as solid as the 
rock of Gibraltar, because T. R. M. P. A. 
will be protecting tent repertoire show- 
men and paying dividends when your 
sons and grandsons are still playing 
Toby and G strings. ; 
Now, come on, fellows, “wake up” and 
pay your dues, and don’t be skeptical 
about the organization’s future. Don’t 
feel like you must wait and see whether 
Wwe are still existing or not. We are ex- 
isting and will exist, if only 10 managers 
keep up their obligations, and we are 
reasonably sure of 30 at present. 


Just sit down and think a minute if 
your should be in doubt about the or- 
ganization’s future. Look over the names 
of your officers and board of directors. 
All prominent managers in the tent rep- 
ertoire game. Do you suppose for a 
second that these men, who are big men 
in your business, would pay their dues 
promptly, send in donations every now 
and then, if they thought that T. R. M. 
P. A. was going to die? Shouldn't that 


H. D. Hale Says More States Will Be Closed 


If Tent Managers Don’t Wake Up and Get Busy 


H. D. Hale, manager of the Milt Tol- 
bert Show, writes as follows: 

“With regard to the Alabama license 
case, as I have been in closer contact 
with this case than anyone else, I would 
like to sum up the facts. The Alabama 
legislature passed a bill raising the State 
and county license on tent theaters from 
$23 to $300 a week. Twelve members of 
the legislature, with whom I talked, said 
it was sneaked thru. 

“Thru T. R. M. P. A, we attacked ‘the 
constitutionality of the bill and carried 
it to the Ye Court, where we lost. 
T. R. M. P. A. engaged chief counsel and 
I personally ‘engaged associate counsel. 
T. R. M. P. A.’s counsel advised making 
it a criminal case in order to hasten a 
decision. My show was used for the test 
case. I was arrested and when the case 
was lost I was left alone to pay a $300 
fine and court costs In three courts, be- 

des paying associate counsel, There 
the case ended, 

“Then at an expense of $500 I got an 
agreement from the tax commission to 


allow us to show under a special license 
at $38 a week. For this work I received 
assistance from H. M. Cook, $100,and F. 
T. Griffith, $100. After the picture in- 
terests (chain houses of North Alabama 
and Tennessee) learned that we were in 
the State, they at once got busy with 
the attorney general's office and obtained 
a xuling that knocked our plan out. So, 
as it stands now, you either pay $300 a 
week, which is impossible, or you don’t 
show in Alabama. 

“I have reason to know that the same 
picture people will attempt to put thru 
& prohibitive bill in Tennessee, and un- 
less the tent shows wake up and do 
something they will find every State 
closed to them. 

“I have spent exactly $900 alone in 
fighting this case, but not being a mil- 
lionaire I will have to quit. This Ala- 
bama law could be repealed if we could 
get it before the legislature in a proper 
manner. But I can’t do it alone. I will 
be glad to furnish anyone interested 
with all the facts I have on this case.” 
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fact make you feel that if these men are 
confident, why shouldn’t I be? 


If you cannot pay the amount due us 
at present, just drop us a line. We want 
to hear from you. We have one manazer 
who writes every month that he is still 
keeping out his show, paying salaries 
regularly, but losing money, and asks 
that we extend the time. This man is 
really worried about his dues, and we 
know for a fact that he is losing money. 
but he never fails to write once a month, 
and not “poor-mouth” letters, either. He 
is optimistic and cheerful, and has con- 
fidence in T. R. M. P. A. Come on now, 
boys, let's have your dues.

MUSICAL TAB. has been heralded by 
this scribe Om numerous occasions as a 
logical and practical schooling for the 
development of talent that should be 
acceptable to producers of burlesque 
circuit shows, thereby giving their pa- 
trons new faces and new*bits of comedy, 
that being shown in the larger cities on 
the ciroult enables the tab. people to 
present their personalities, talent and 
ability to innumberable producing man- 
agers, booking agents and theatrical re- 
viewers that otherwise would never see 
them in tab. houses. 

That this is true has been evidenced 
previously by performers graduating 
from tabs. into burlesque, thence into 
Broadway productions and vaudeville. 

What has happened in the past can 
happen in the future. It’s up to the 
tab. people to grasp opportunity when 
it presents itself 

We have commended many in the past 
for their ambition, patience and pet- 
geverance in the face of justifiable 
criticliam for their shortcomings until 
they developed their art sufficiently to 
win commendation. 

While some have made the arade, 
others have fallen by the wayside, and 
invariably they had none to blame but 
themselves, and this is especially ap- 
plicable to tab. comics, who thru ill 
advice or misguidance come into bur- 
lesque with the beljef that in order to 
garner laughter and applause they must 
of necessity resort to indecency in 


speech and action, for it is lamentable, 
but nevertheless true, that many tab. 
comics in burlesque for the first time 
use lines and actions so disgustingly 
dirty that old-time burlesque comics 
stand aghast, or as we have found it in 
several instances, encourage the dirt 
dishers in the belief that its continu- 
ance will eliminate a competitor. 

There is room aplenty for all comers 
in burlesque, and we herein warn tab 
people contemplating an appearance in 
burlesque, do not permit producer or 
competitive performers to Induce you to 
dish dirt, for if you do your stay in 
circuit burlesque will be short, and once 
on the undesirable list it's hard to 
get off. 

Stock company comics can dish dirt 
and get away with it in neighborhood 
houses patronized by the foreign ele- 
ment to whom lines mean nothing un- 
less suggestive of the degeneracy 
with which they are familiar when 
combined with somewhat similar sug- 
gestive actions, and they only last until 
the attention of the police is attracted 
to their performances. 

That this is true has been evidenced 
time and again by arrests and prosecu- 
tions that have ofttimes been side- 
tracked for the time being by political 
influence demanding a change in man- 
agement 

Those things have been done in stock, 
but seldom is it done in circuit houses, 
for « cirouit show given a black eye in 
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one town is the target for puritanical 
reformers in other towns. 

A word to the wise is sutficient—a 
chain is only as strong as its weakest 
link—and a weak (indecent) link of the 
Mutual Circuit chain can break Herk 
and the Mutual Burlesque Association, 
as mismanagement has broken other 
circuits.

This makes 
it, in reality, two buildings in one and 
permits its use for plays, operas, ad- 
dresses, motion picture exhibits and 
other gatherings requiring full-stage 
equipment. Seating capacity of the the- 
ater is 3,145, parquet, 1,029 seats; par- 
quet boxes, 208; balcony boxes, 128. The 
uilding occupies half a city block on 
the southwest edge of the main down- 
town business district. Crosstown car 
lines operate on three streets, carrying 
passengers from the main residence dis- 
tricts. . Several car lines also pass direct- 
ly in front of the theater.

Never is it the equal of 
the book. More than likely this results 
from the fact that Jarnegan is a one- 
character study and, while it formed ex- 
cellent material for the novel, the very 
limits of the stage have not been con- 
ducive to obtaining the best results. In 
the dramatic form many liberties have 
been taken with the book, especially in 
he first two acts, altho the third is 
losely akin to the story. This has been

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never grasped, his motives are never 
fully explained and his psychology and 
philosophy, and the reasons for them, 
are only ineffectively smeared over. 

In other words, the Jarnegan of the 
stage is never as understandable as is 
the Jarnegan of the book. It was im- 
possible to have it otherwise. In only 
two brief scenes in the play does the 
mame character reflect on his early life 
and the basis that it formed for his 
future. Without this, in the opinion of 
this. reviewer, the strength and the se- 
cret of the character are lost. There is 
never any explanation for the Jarnegan 
of the theater and yet that was the 
delicate life thread that gave a soul to 
the book. Neither Jim Tully nor his 
character are reflected in a true light 
by the dramatization of Charles Behan 
and Garrett Fort. 

The weaknesses of the play, however, 
cannot be blamed to Charles KE. Gordon 
and Paul Streger, the producers. They 
have vested the drama with an excellent 
production so that, with all its faults, 
it can honestly be described as an inter- 
esting show. Ira Hards has contributed 
some deft directing and the valuable 
suggestions of George Abbott (credited 
in the program) are clearly evident, 

But much of what J@rnegan lacks as 
a play is made up for by the fact that 
it brings Richard Bennett back to the 
New York stage after an absence of three 
seascns. Let it be said here and now 
that, all things considered, he gives a 
masterly characterization of the name 
character. It is sad to think what it 
might have been in less expert hands 
and if it leaves the impression that 
Bennett, alas, only has touched the sur- 
face and failed ta grasp the inner 
longings and soul of the man, there is 
little doubt that the dramatists have 
allowed room for no more. Given 
a Jarnegan as depicted in the novel, 
Bennett would be tremendous. 

Joan Bennett, as the sweet, innocent 
child who is seduced by a low-living 
director, is excellent. Admirably grasp- 
ing the naive, tender and delicate na- 
ture of the character, she brings great 
power to that point in the play when 
Hollywood, instead of bringing a realiza- 
tion of her hopes, turns out to be her 
tomb. Robert Cain is capable as the 
director in question, altho at times he 
tends to overdo the conceit and the 
egotism of that sap. Hooper L. Atchley 
is suave and believable as the picture 
magnate and to him belong some of 
the truest moments of the play, 

However, not the least of the high 
spots is due to some finely drawn acting 
by Wynne Gibson as a drunk and dis- 
orderly picture player. She is grand and 
her moments of humor are in welcome 
relief to the air of sordidness that 
permeates the play. Ruthelma Stevens 
makes the most of her few scenes a5 
the disillusioned actress who commits 
suicide. and Margaret Mower, Beatrice 
Kay, Mabel Allyn, Edith Arnold and 
Dennie Moore are well suited to their 
lesser roles. James R. Waters is con- 
siderably above par as the sympathetic 
Jewish film producer, and James H. Bell

Constructed after the limited patterns 
of popular demand, this mixture of 
laughter and tears, for all its hokum 
and overdose of emotionalism, is a thoro- 
ly human play and most always enter- 
taining. The right to describe it as 
such results from the fine characteriza- 
tion of George Jessel, without whom it 
would be xsather tinny. 

Imasmuch as the play concerns one 
Eddie Rosen, Broadway song plugger and 
tin-pan alley figure, it may best be 
compared to the popular songs that 
form the language of such characters. 
The War Song has all the depth and in- 
tellectual appeal of the 10-cent store 
music counter However, that un- 
doubtedly ig just the feature that will 
make it a popular attraction and lift 
it into the “million copies” class. 

If the authors have overlooked any 
opportunity to drag in what is known 
in the songsmiths’ shops as “heart in- 
terest”, they have concealed the fact 
There is the devoted and heartbroken 
mother; a loving, sentimenta) son; an 
innocent young sister, seduced by a sec- 
ond lieutenant; the girl who shows her 
patriotism by marrying the draft dodger 
and others too numerous to mention 

The War Song was built for the masses 
and on that basis it will certainly 
achieve its purpose. It contains al! the 
elements to draw wide response. Rang- 
ing from light comedy to burlesque, 
satire and tragedy, it is at its best dur- 
ing its funniest and bitterest moments 
Undoubtedly it would bea far sounder 
piece of drama if it had followed any 
one of these to a conclusion. 

Eddie Rosen is a Broadway figure who 
lives with his widowed mother and young 
sister, The home is built around him 
and he is the object of that deep mother 
love that is the keystone of the happy 
Jewish family. It is war time and his 
mother is torn by the thought that he 
may have to go. Her husband was killed 
in the Spanish-American fracas. The 
draft board: summons him. The mother, 
innocently enough and in a last desper- 
ute effort to keep him, calls the family 
doctor in the hope that he will find 
tomething physically wrong with the 
boy. Eddie is an intelligent youth and 
when, in the course of his conversation 
with the doctor, he drops the remark 
that he feels he is more essential to 
his mother and sister than to the army, 
the doctor reports him to the authorities. 
In this scene the authors and the play- 
ing of Jessel throw a bitter licht on 
the false prejudices, the greed, hatred 
and blind patriotism of war. The first 
act sets a pace that The War Song, sad 
to say, does not succeed in holding 

An orderly room at Camp Upton is 
the locale for the second act and in it 
the authors again: are admirable in 
wielding a bitter pen against the red 
tape, inefficiency and bullheadedness 
that abounded in those hectic days 
Better, however, are they in some de- 
licious moments of comedy wherein they 


show Eddie Rosen as a misfit. He bears 
no hatred, has not been misled by 
pernicious propaganda and is worried 


only over the welfare of his mother, who 
is tll, His sister comes and tells him 
that she has loved unwisely and is in 
trouble. A bragging second looey is the 
man. Furthermore, his mother is sink- 
ing. They will not let him go to her. 
They are sailing for France 

The third act is behind 
an entertainment hut 
guardhouse for a minor infraction of 
discipline. Again the writers are not 
kind, no matter how true they may be, 
in their portrayal of a ¥. M. C. A. sec- 
retary, the insidious influence of the 
would-be reformers, the overworked 
ballyhoo of the entire mess. A pair of 
professional entertainers arrive to cheer 
the boys. The girl is Rosen's old sweet- 
heart, who promised to wait for him 
She has married a boy who first dodged 
the draft by joining the navy. secured 
a trumped up discharge and again 
evaded the main issue by getting in with 
an entertainment unit. This last straw 
of tragedy almost breaks Rosen's heart. 
He, in vengeance, vows he will find his 
sister's betrayer. The second scene finds

Rosen files at the officer, but 
things are peacefully accepted when the 
latter explains that he deeply loves the 
girl and that she has been accepted 
by his family They will be married 
when he returns. The final blow comes 
when the officer informs him that his 
mother is dead. Rosen, in @ brutally 
tragic scene, is led off to the prison 
camp muttering a Jewish prayer of his 
childhood. a broken and crushed youth 

For all the popular appeal that The 
War Song may have, there is no doubt 
but that it would have been a fine play 
if the authors had not been s0 evident 
in piling on the heart appeal sugar 
Going along at a fine pace for two acts, 
it overdoes itself in the third and leaves 
an impression of a good ovening’s enter. 
tainment that might have been excel- 
lent 

Make no mistake, the part was writ- 
ten for Jessel and he makes the most 
of it.

Broadway will have little time for 
Adventure An old-fashioned and sterile 
romantic drama of the wild and woolly 
West, it has no place on the con- 
temporary stage, however much it might 
fit the screen requirements of 4 Bil! 
Hart. That is where it belongs and un- 
doubtedly where it will land. John Wil- 
lard, notwithstanding the wide popu- 
larity of his The Cat and the Canary 
has struck a bloomer in this one, at 
least as far as the spoken drama !s 
concerned Certainly it will not be o 
total los*. The movies will not pass 
up a product so evidently fashioned to 
thelr requirements 

Built with all the Intelligence of the 
average motion picture scenario, peopled 
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by as hokey @ group of characters as has 
heen conceived im several years, written 
with all the finesse of the 10-20-30 era, 
it is saved Only by the remarkable play- 
ing of Roberta Arnold in the leading 
role. Otherwise there is nothing to 
Adventure. Certainly Miss Arnold, Broad- 
way and the theater deserve a better 
preak, especially from the hand of a 
playwright of Willard’s caliber. 


It may be that the stage ts reverting 
to the drama of another day. At least 
there have been several plays of ancient 
yintage so far this season. Safe to say, 
Adventure goes them one better. It is 
just about the most antique and creaky 
piece of theatrical property that has ar- 
rived hereabouts in many moons.

ACT I—Scene 1: A Corridor in the Pa)l- 
ace of the Holy Emperor. Son of Heaven 
in the Violet Town of Peking.

At last a sophisticated musical show! 
Here is something for which the theater 
may well be proud, not that it is a per- 
fect piece of entertainment nor any- 
thing lke the best thing on Broadway. 
but rather because it is a sincere at- 
tempt to overthrow the old order of 
things—a step forward. On that basis 
Chee-Chee takes an important place in 
the season. 

Based on Charles Petit’s famous novel, 
The Son of the Grand Euntuch, Fields, 
Rodgers and Hart have fashioned a deli- 
cate, lovely and intelligent entertain- 
ment, one that is distinctly out of the 
ordinary. Make no mistake about it. 
Chee-Chice is a song and dance show for 
intelligent people only. It will have lit- 
tle appeal otherwise, nor is it Intended 
to. What a relief to realize that Ameri- 
can musical comedy has progressed to 
the point where its heroines are not 
sweet, simple virgins, its heroes brave, 
upright mama-boys nor its humor aimed 
at the minds of the morons. 


Chee-Chee is always intelligent. To be 
sure the evening often drags, the book 
grows tedious and the situations pall 
It is far from a perfect book and it has 
not done justice to Petit’s novel. The 
depth and the irony of the story have 
not been successfully carried to the 
stage. But that, surely can be over- 
looked. Such a drastic step as this pro- 
duction marks cannot be taken with per- 
fection. The ultimate cannot be reached 
in the first attempt. Notwithstanding 
its failings, and there are many, Herbert 
Fields deserves a host of praise for his 
daring, his foresight and initiative. 


Undoubtedly Chee-Chee will be thrown 
into a distorted light by a whispering 


campaign of dirt that will circulate 
among the unthinking. That is to be 
expected, but surely the more intelli- 


gent theatergoer can see beauty, delicacy 
ond progress in it. Here is a musical for 
adults only. It will be a shame if false 
innuendo interprets it in terms of the 
gutter. 

But the deficiencies of the book are 
almost completely overshadowed by 
Rodger’s scintillating melodies and Hart's 
brilliant lyrics. They have done the best 
work of their career, and even they have 
been tempted to break the antique rou- 
tine of musical comedy scores. With only 
six full-length numbers, the balance of 
their contribution is composed of lovely. 
short snatches of song, closely interwov- 
en with the story. All of these are me- 
lodic gems and show Rodgers at his best. 


Of the six standard numbers, four are 
unmistakable hits. 1 Must Love You 
heads the jist and is the plug song, if 
any. It is an outstanding feature of 
Chee-Chee that, notwithstanding the 
wealth of song material, no number is 
overdone nor exaggerated out of its prop- 
er relationship to the story. Dear, Oh, 
Dear; Moon of My Delight and Better 
Be Good to Me are the other potential 
hits with the order of importance a 
matter of personal opinion. Two other 
numbers, The Tartar Song, stirring 
march, and Singing a Love Song, are 
beautiful, but they are more strictly 
limited to the production itself. 

Hart contributes some of the best 
lyrics of his career and he shows a dis- 
position to get away from the strained 
and over-technical rhymes that marred 
some of his previous works. Most espe- 
cially, he is brilliant and poignant in the 
aforementioned short threads of song 
What is more, this lyricist is fortunate, 
at last, in having a chorus and, for the 
most part, a cast of principals, who 
enunciate clearly and do not mangle the 
words by slipshod diction. It is unfor- 
tunate that the two leads, Helen Ford 
and William Williams, are the least deft 
in putting over their lyrics. 

There is little dancing in the show, at 
least as shows go nowadays. However, 
what there is has been capably directed 
and leaves an excellent impression. As 
far as the production as a whole is con- 
cerned, it would appear that it lacks the 
vim and spontaneity necessary to get it 
across effectively The first act lags 


woefully soon after the opening and 
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things never really get going again until 
near the close of the second This 
undoubtedly will be taken care of. Chec- 
Chee needs more of an air of abandon- 
ment, a youthful atmosphere of pep and 
gaiety. The nature of the story should 
not necessarily limit this. 


Certainly among the highlights of this 
production is the excellent taste with 
which it has been presented. Lew Fields 
deserves much praise. As a pictorial en- 
tertainment it is superb. John Booth 
has shown great artistry in designing 
the costumes, admirably catching the 
Chinese locale and making full use of 
the leeway allowed by it. The same goes 
for John F. Harkins, Jr., in the settings 
Done in a modernistic vein, they are 
None the less restrained and beautiful. 


Helen Ford in the lead is her usual, 
personable self without ever being par- 
ticularly outstanding. Cute and pretty, 
she dominates the piece with these qual- 
ities. Her lines are handled coyly and 
her sweet voice well suited to the music. 
She has little opportunity to dance. In 
fact, lack of individual dancing talent 
is one weakness of the show. William 
Williams, as her husband, fills the part 
well enough. However, the most enjoy- 
able moments of the evening are due to 
Betty Starbuck. a comedienne of no 
little talent, who romps thru the play 
with a zest that makes her the best 


act 


individual in the show. She is ably 
aided by Stark Patterson. Let it be said 


here and now, that the numbers sung by 
them are the most capably handled in 
the entire score. 

George Hassell is well suited to his 
role of the Grand Eunuch and plays it to 
a fare-thee-vell. William Griffith also 
shows himself to be a comedian of tal- 
ent and his portrayal of a Buddhist 
monk is fine. The very nature of the 
story allows for few cuffaws however 
many legitimate chuckles it offers. The 
balance of the minor principals, includ- 
ing Ralph Glover, Alan Lowe, Dorothy 
Roye, George Ali. Philip Loeb and Mar- 
shal Bradford, handle their assignments 
capably. George Houston is outstanding 
in his single number, his resonant voice 
breathing life into the martial Tartar 
Song. Masa Sanami and Violetta Aoki 
offer a Chinese idol dance that fits 
nicely into the proceedings.

Rolland Theater Opens 
With “The Song of Love” 


NEW YORK, Sept. 29——The Rolland 


Yiddish Theater, Eastern parkway and 
St. John’s place, Brooklyn, which is said 


to involve an investment of $1,000,000, 
was opened Monday with The Song of 
Love, an operetta by Louis Freiman, in 
which Michal Michalesko, director of 
the playhouse, is starred. The house is 
one of the most sumptuous in the coun- 
try devoted te Yiddish theatricals and 
was named in honor of William Rolland, 
who rose from cashier in a ghetto thea- 
ter to the controlling factor in the 
Brooklyn enterprise. 


As compared with current standards in 
the Yiddish musical field, The Song c/ 
Love stands on a high level, being in- 
vested with tuneful music by Sholom 
Secunda and clever lyrics by H. Gudel- 
man. The ensemble dancing is a revela- 
tion. The routines are peppier and more 
distinctive than we have yet seen in a 
Yiddish piece of this character and the 
chorines are youthful and shapely, this 
in itself marking a happy departure in 
the Yiddish field. The production is in 
two acts and is mounted in four lavish 
scenes. The mountings are in good taste 
and represent the combined efforts of 
Harry Hochstein and the Saltzman 
Brothers. Lighting effects, when caught 
on the third day of the run, were ex- 
travagant, but hardly under the com- 
plete mastery of the house's backstage 
crew 

The story of The Song of Love is con- 
cerned with the romance of a Russian- 
Jewish youth and a Rumanian maiden. 
The relatives of the former have other 
matrimonial plans for him, but he fights 
off opposition, which is even offered by 
his own father in the form of a rival 
suitor, and finally marries his beloved in 
Mexico. The action moves from a midd!e- 
class locale in Russia to the estate of 
the hero's father in Mexico. 


Comedy relief, always a paramount 
element in Yiddish productions, is con- 
tributed with a restrained degree of 
grotesqueness in business by Jacob Wex- 
ler and Sam Gerstenzang, rival match- 
makers.

Circus Memories 


ECENTLY The News commented 

reminiscently on the death of Gil 

Robinson, who succeeded his father, 
John, as owner of the John Robinson 
Circus, which, it was said, “stirred many 
a youthful heart.” There was another 
Robinson, James, whose appearance in 
the ring was announced by the “Sihake- 
spearean ringmaster”, a small man with 
a big voice, pitched as effectively as ever 
was the voice of a trained singer, with 
the words: “James Rob-een-son, cham- 
pion bareback rider of the wurruld” 
Not only the young were stirred on cir- 
cus day. Their elders in Indianapolis, 
men known to all the population of 
60,000 or 70,000 by name or by sight, 
never missed a performance. Before the 
“grand entry” the ringmaster would ask: 
“Is — — here?” using the name of a 
well-known citizen. Shouts of laughter 
followed the “yes” that came from men 
seated near the citizen. The same ques- 
tion was put with a half-dozen names, 
after which the ringmaster would say, 
“Let the performance begin,” with every 
one in a receptive good humor. One who 
was’an Indianapolis boy in those years 
was surprised to learn afterward that 
this personal touch of the great John 
Robinson Circus was not a singular 
distinction for Indianapolis, but was given 
in other cities.

Also, the 
story of a traveler to Europe who showed 
over there a picture of an imposing 
edifice as his home, was told of one or 
more men of a certain type in most 
cities. This writer heard it told as a true 
story about three Indianapolis men. But 
about circus days, there was Emma Lake, 
the “champion woman bareback rider.” 
Her father once owned a circus, but she 
was with the John Robinson Circus at 
one time, the writer thinks. She stirred 
the hearts of young men. She was of 
the type a young man would believe fit 
for the nicest home in a city, tho bare- 
back rider she was, with flowing short 
skirte. There are now bigger “shows”, 
too big to be called a “circus”, but the 
change has not been for the worse in 
their people. In the circus time we had 
opera bouffe and light opera, such as 
Alice Oates brought to the Academy of 
Music in North Illinois street, singing 
the Grand Duchess, Girofle Gtrofla and 
similar clean performances with good 
music. Then came the musical comedies 
and girl shows with wisecracks and quick 
comebacks, coincidentally, as has been 
said, with “music with your meals”, and 
in natural process of decadence there 
followed in order the cabaret and the 
night club-—Indianapolis News.

and concessions im behalf of the Ber- 
nard! Greater Shows; that the fair was 
selling te own space for refreshment and 
eating stands, and that he was ignorant 
of the presence of the grifters, who were 
employing tactics of the lowest caliber 
in plying their nefarious trade. He 
promised, however, to close all question- 
able concessionaires by Thursday. The 
joints ran the entire gamut of gaff 
wheels, rolidowns, tipups, hand bingers. 
log sets, drop cases, etc. with five big- 
tx wheels in operation. Cracraft stated 
that Glick had placed him in a most 
compromising situation by selling the 
midway space to the rank and file of 
grifters that followed the Bernardi 
Greater Shows into Wilmington.

The com- 
munity sentiment is favorable toward 
the fair and it is likely the dates for 
next year will be arranged earlier in the 
season.

The secretary's report, which was ap- 
proved by the fair board Monday, showed 
an estimated balance of $2,209.45 after 
all bills have been paid. 


Puyallup Fair From Humble Start 
Now One of Northwest's Greatest 


The Western Washington Fair at 
Puyallup, it is believed by fair men, is tn 
many respects the most remarkable fair 
in the United States. Started 29 years 
ago, with a total expense of $80, it had 
an attendance of 175,000 in 1927, and ex- 
ceeded that by at least 25,000 this year 
It has never asked for nor received a cent 
of city, county or State aid, has all debts 
paid and has money in the bank. 

R. F. Trevellick, of the Barnes-Car- 
ruthers forces, writing from Puyallup 
during the fair, says concerning the ex- 
hibition: 

“Puyallup is asmall city, 8,000 popula- 
tion. It is the greatest blackberry and 
red raspberry region of the world. It !s 
Seattle’s fair—33 miles distant, Olympia's 
fair—60 miles away, and Tacoma's fair, 9 
miles away 

“On Seattle Day, this year, one line of 
more than 600 autos, estimated three 
miles in length, attended. Tacoma Day 
responded so strongly that police had to 
be called to regulate the crowd at the 
central bus station. 

“Sime of grounds, 40 acres, 15 being 
used for parking; 45 large buildings, pro- 
tection for more than 20,000 during rain. 

“Tt is a seven-day and night fair, pro- 
graca running from 1 to 5 and 7 to 10 
pm. The grand stand seats 5,000 and 
the bleachers 2,000 more. A one-third- 
mile track is used, horse-running races 
being a big success at night, every horse 
being very plainly seen every foot of the 
way. The amount of electricity used ex- 
ceeds 700-horse power, much more than 
the city of Puyallup uses There is a 
chief electrician, with 17 assistants, 14 
being stational on the roof of the grand 
stand. each in charge of a spot or flood 
light, all being concentrated on any spot 
desired. 


“Seven bands were used the big day, 12 
bands in all during the week. A great 
feature of this logging country is a 
double spar or tree-climbing exhibition— 
trees 145 feet high—an elimination con- 
test, running day and night, two men at 
each contest. Birling or log-rolling and 
block-turning elimination contests are 
held Yearly, and both Washington and 
national contests and championships are 
settled here, being part of the stage pro- 
gram. 

“A full program of stage and aerial acts 
from the Barnes & Carruthers Chicago 
office is used. W. E. Priestley presents a 
mew program of fireworks nightly from 
the Hitt Fireworks Company, of Seattle. 
The Leavitt, Brown & Huggins Shows do 
capacity business. 


“Capt. William Espe offered for the 
fourth consecutive year his auto push- 
ball, auto soccer, auto polo and somer- 
saulting and roll-over cars, being public- 
ly thanked and asked to return for a 
fifth year. 


“For the past four years W. A. Link- 
later, of Puyallup, has been manager, 
with Billy St. Allan, assistant, and Lloyd 
W. McDowell, publicity director. Old- 
timers will remember the ticht-wire act 
of Edna and Billy St. Allan. Billy quit 
the show bustness in 1922, settled in 
Puyallup, and ts prospering amazingly 


“Many fairs think their drawing radius 
limited, and are also under the idea that 
financial aid is necessary. Puyallup ex- 
tends its drawing radius yearly, puts 
more money into the fair yearly, and has 
a comfortable bank balance, without aid 
from any source except its drawing power 
at the box office.

ter by Governor Joh: Winthrop and bis 
company, Salem, 1630. This is the key~- 
note 

s00th Anniversary of the General Court 
—the present Legislature of Massachu- 
setts—the second oldest legislative body 
of the nations of the world. 

g00th annivereary of the following 
town and cities: Boston, Charlestown, 
Medford, Watertown, Roxbury, Newton, 
Dorchester, Cambridge, Lynn, Brookline. 
Fach is to have a local celebration. 

Also to be commemorated by the Ter- 
centenary in 1930 will be the contribu- 
tions of people and their leaders during 
the three centuries of constructive up- 
building of this commonwealth, section 
and nation. A review of 300 years in all 
the fields of thought and action and by 
all the agencies that may contribute to 
uch a review, is the plan. The Tercen- 
tenary program and policy is inclusive, 
not exclusive: for and by all the people 
and interests. 

The actual accomplishment depends, of 
course, on the same willing co-operation 
by all organizations, communities, in- 
dividuals, officials, that has enabled s0 
much progress: the exercise of the con- 
fidence and faith always characteristics 
of New Encland No superorganization 
is to be set up with a great central fund to 
be dealt out. The people and groups and 
communities are to do their own cele- 
brating, each unit as it may choocee. 

No world’s fair is proposed, nor aay 
form of artificial international exposition. 
The Tercentenary will not be confined to 
any one place Instead. most displays 
will be in thelr natural surroundings, 
wherever this may be within the con- 
fines of the Commonweaith or in ad- 
joining States. Each town and city will 
become such an exhibition ground for its 
own resources, achievements and attrac- 
tions, as it may choose to arrange, ac- 
cording to ite history, circumstances and 
inclinations. Local committees organized 
in cities, towns and communities—as 10 
have been already—will be under their 
o¥Wn management and locally account- 
able. Fifty such local committees are 
expected by next fall, and probably more. 
The Central Tercentenary Council will 
have no responsibility for their under- 
takings, but will render advisory assist- 
ance and otherwise co-operate as may be 
Gesired and feasible, as is being done at 
present 

The main function of the Central Ter- 
centenary organization is to arouse in. 
terest in the general plan, stimulate ac- 
tivity for the celebration, insure pro- 
vision for official participation by State 
and communities, as we'l as the nation, 
and thru co-operation and co-ordination 
combine all features into one harmonious 
program, which wi'l be given national 
aad world-wide publicity calculated to

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—“What's the 
use to lock the stable door after the 
horse has been stolen?” opined Max 
Goodman, one of the representative con- 
cessionaires of the East, as he discussed 
with a Billboard representative the 
present-day evils of the concession busi- 
ness “The fair secretaries expect to 
have trouble with the concessionaires, 
the same as the carnival managers, but 
their indifference toward a vexing situa- 
tion is becoming more acute each day, 
which is giving all parties concerned a 
black eye and a bad name.” 


“How would you suggest eliminating 
the evils of the present-day concession- 
aire?” Goodman was asked 


“By using common horse sense. There 
is a right and wrong way of doing every- 
thing. This applies to all branches of 
the concession business. There’s the 
reliable concessionaire, in whom the 
public has unmistakable confidence. 
Contrast him with the crooked conces- 
sionaire who hans no code of ethics. If 
the fair or carnival countenances his 
presence it should suffer accordingly 
when he meets his Waterloo at the hands 
of the law. The only way the dreams 
of the fair secretaries will come true is 
when they select their concessionaires 


with a fine-tooth comb. The leading 
State fairs are gradually adopting this 
policy and it is working out to their 
mutual advantage and profit.” 


Goodman, who is a concessionaire with 
20 years of success to his credit, is hailed 
from Coast to Coast for his straicht- 
forward, square methods of doing busi- 
ness. By throwing out plenty of costly 
merchandise to his patrons he has built 
up a solid business at the various State 
fairs that he plcys annually. His stands 
make a fine appearance and are flashed 
with merchandise that appeals to all 
classes. He picks his sales agents with 
care, men who have a good record and 
are thoroly qualified by long experience 
before they are admitted to his employ 


Goodman believes, that the reliable 
concessionaire is here to stay, He is an 
invaluable asset to any fair or carnival 
“The people can see a show or exhibi- 
tion once, then they ate thru, but they 
never tire of the lofty concessionaire, 
who strives to give the public what it 
wants,” Goodman explained Fe be- 
lieves the future is bright for this type 
of concessionaire, but the concessionaire 
who is trying to fool the public is in 
reality only fooling himself and is a 
menace at large.

The “Cardiff Giant’ 


(D. H. TALMADGE in “Morning Oregonian”> 


OME time ago I made the statement 
here that I rather enjoy being hum- 
bugged in an entertaining way, and 

mentioned the “Cardiff Giant” as being 
an entertaining humbug In fits time. A 
writer in a recent issue of Collier's men- 
tions the giant as having been the most 
successful hoax ever perpetrated on the 
American public, and states that the 
figure was made from a block of stone 
quarried at Cardiff, N. Y. This is con- 
trary to the story as I heard it in Iowa 
years ago and as I have heard it again, 
by mail, from Charlie Rubenstein, who 
is city editor of The Fort Dodge Messen- 
ger. Iam pretty well convinced that the 
writer in Collier’s is mistaken. We may 
as well keep history straight, even tho ‘t 
be not very important history. 

The great block of stone was quarried 
at Fort Dodge, Ia. It was shipped to 
Chicago, where an unidentified Michel- 
ahwelo carved out the figure, doing a 
mighty fine job. Thence the figure was 
shipped to Onondaga County, New York, 
where it was buried in a hillside for 
petrification and other purposes, and was 
lated “discovered” by well diggers. The 
discovery created a great sensation. So 
well had the Chicago sculptor done his 
work that our best antiquarians pro- 
nourted it & genuinely petrified man of 
gigantic stature. And the people flocked 
to see it. It is estimated that during its 
travels about the country it yielded a 
total revenue of approximately 83,000,000, 
and so far as has ever toen reported, no 
one of the millions who paid to see it 
was ever heard to complain that he had 
not received his money's worth. We 
rather like to be humbugged, just as Mr. 
Barnum said. We are 80 constituted. 

But I am somewhat puzzled to account 


for a statement made by Mr. Rubenstein 
to the effect that the figure still has a 
box-office value. It is now stored at Fort 
Dodge, to which city it was returned sevy- 
eral years ago, and not long since it was 
placed in a booth at an Iowa County Fair, 
where people crowded to pay their money 
for a look at it. Not an uninteresting 
proposition, do you think, you who just 
tove to study human nature? 


Tt is fair to presume that the millions 
who paid to see the giant during the 
years immediately following its discovery 
did so because they believed, as folks be- 
lieve many other things, that it was 
really a prehistoric man, petrified.

Consul Frank P. S. Glassey Prague says 
in a report made public by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce. 

THE GERMAN Higher Censor’s Com- 
mittee has passed an important decision 
concerning talking films. It has declared 
that talking film reproductions of dialogs 
or music which can be wnderstood by 
themselves and do not replace captions 
or serve to interpret the meaning of 
moving pictures do not come under the 
film law, states a report to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce from its Paris office. 

A CO-OPERATIVE cinematograph so- 
ciety is in course of formation at 
Geneva. A group of Swiss financiers, 
recognizing the great possibilities of film 
production in their country on account 
of the intensive light and variety and 
wealth of beauty of every description, 
have formed a committee of action, 
which includes the names of several 
well-known public men.

merz ufd Privatbank. Also the L. L. S. 
(Exhibitors’ Producing Syndicate) and 
the Kuchenmeister (Meistertone) group 
have joined the syndicate. 

VANDAL ET DELAC, of France, have 
just signed an accord with the German 
firm, Ellen-Richter Filgesellschaft, ac- 
cording to which the two societies will 
produce jointly two films, Immorality 
and Black Spy. These two films, which 
will be distributed in Germany by -the 
Star-Film G.M.B.H. and in France by 
Aubert, will be directed by Dr. Willy 
Wolff. Wengeroff-Film G.M.B.H., of 
Germany, has been assured of the rights 
for these films for other countries. 


BRITISH PHOTOTONE, Ltd., has ob- 
tained control of an important German 
sound-film company, Lignose-Horfilm, 
G.M.B.H., which possesses a film-disc 
synchronizing device. This linkup creates 
the first organization in Europe by which 
distribution of international sound films 
is assured in Great Britain, France, Ger- 
many and Belgium. The first program of 
phototone sound pictures was put into 
production on September 1. 


THE GERMAN TONBILD SYNDICATE, 
which will experiment in talking films, 
has been organized with a capital of 
12,000,000 marks, according to Assistant 
Commercial Attache Douglas Miller, Ber- 
lin, in a report to the Department of 
Commerce. The syndicate will exploit 
the patents of C. Lorenz A. G., the Tri- 
Ergen and Petersen-Poulsen process and 
the Oscar Messter process. A competing 
organization has just been formed by 
the Polypohn Company, combined with 
Siemens and the A. E. G. Both firms are 
going to experiment in talking films. 
but will begin their work by preparing 
educational films and other short films, 
accompanied by music and the use of 
various noises and auditory illusions; for 
exemple, the waves of the sea, the ap- 
proach of a railway train and the shoot- 
ing of firearms.

Alderman Des 
Rosche, chairman of the committee in 
charge of licens2s, issued a statement 
last week to the effect that the city had 
suspended 1,000 peddlers’ licenses since 
May 1, on request of merchants, and this 
meant a loss of $65,000 to the city. A 
Gelegation of business men that called 
on the license chief represented that the 
local merchants had large sums of capl- 
tal invested in their stocks and had large 
overhead expenses to meet and that com- 
petition with traveling sales people who 
delivered goods on the spot was causing 
them heavy loss. 

CITY ATTORNEY J. B. HARSHMAN, 
of Dayton, O., is preparing an ordinance 
to be submitted to the City Commission 
for approval, which is designed to pre- 
vent traveling salesmen from holding 
auction sales of any kind in rented store- 
rooms. Local mercharits who fear the 
cornpetition of itinerant auctioneers are 
behind the measure. The proposed or- 
dinance is aimed especially at pitchmen 
who have heretofore found Dayton 3 
good spot for auctions during the Christ- 
mas holiday season. An item clipped 
from The Dayton Journal outlining the 
ordinance is sent in by Frank R. Clarke, 
who says: “Here is another proof that 
good towns are being closed by others 
than jam men. Dayton is still open, but 
like all other good spots may be closed 
by the so-called straight worker. Regards

The Proposed California 


Rodeo Bill 


Would Prohibit Holding of Cowboy Events 


By TEX SHERMAN 


After careful investigation and con- 
sideration of both sides of the question, 
the board of directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce, of Los Angeles, approved 
the report of the agricultural commit- 
tee at its meeting last week and went 
on record as opposing the passage of 
the rodeo bill, which will appear on the 
November ballot as Initiative Measure 
No. 21. 

The points brought out in the in- 
vestigation by the agricultural commit- 
tee showed that this measure as pre- 
pared for the ballot would prohibit the 
rodeo in the State of California, where 
it is supposed to have originated and 
has been perpetuated as one of the 
most colorful institutions of the State. 
It would also directly interfere with 
the daily conduct of business on the 
farms and ranchés, wherever horses and 
cattle are used, as it would prohibit 
the use of any instrument or method 
to hold or control an animal. It would 
also curtail much of the important ex- 
hibition of horses and cattle and othcr 
animals thruout the State of California. 
It would also affect horse racing, horse 
shows and similar affairs which have 
been long established as valuable 4as- 
sets to the various communities in 
which they have been held. 

Legal opinion furnished by Attorney 
Zack Lamar Cobb revealed that in com- 
paring the various sections of the penal 
code of the State already in force and 
those of the proposed measure, this 
additicnal legislation is not only entirely 
uPnecessary, but would tend to weaken 
and confuse the law which, as it now 
exists, is entirely adequate to prevent 
and punish any possible cruelty to ani- 
mals, either at a rodeo or elsewhere. 
Another weakness of the measure, ac- 
cording to Mr. Cobb, is that it would 
be almost impossible to enforce its va- 
rious provisions, would make law vio- 
lators cut of perfectly innocent law- 
abiding citizens and would inevitably 
increase taxes, as a tremendous expense 
would be necessary if enforcement were 
consistently attempted. 

The Farm Bureau of the State has 
already gone con record &as opposing the 
passage of this measure and is advising 
farmers, dairymen and ranchers to vote 
“No” at the November election if they 
wish to minimize taxes and avoid addi- 
tional complications in the conduct of 
their business. 

‘The agricultural and cattle industries 
of the State of California represent the 
investments of many millions of dollars 
and the voters of the State cannot af- 
ford to jeopardize the interest of these 
basic industries by allowing petty 
legislation to be injected into the 
statutes of an overzealous and arbitrary 
group, evidently unfamiliar with the 
problems of these industries and do not 
realize the farfetching and ‘detrimenta! 
effect this measure would have if made 
a law. 

Attempts to get an interview with 
Fdith Latham, of Berkeley, Calif., 
heave failed. Mrs. Latham fs the spon- 
ser of the rodeo bill. 

Mr. Cobb, who is pcting as attorney 
for the Rodeo Educational Association 
of California, is not accepting a cent 
for his services and has done much for 
the cause by appearing at numerous 
voters’ clubs in Los Angvles and show- 
ing them where they will be the goat 
for the bunch at Berkeley and will have 
to stand the added tax should this meas- 
ure become a law. 

Here is the proposed law in full: 


Section 1—It shall be unlawful for 


sport, exhibition or amusement for any 
person to perform, commit or indulge in, 


or to permit any person to perform, 
commit or indulge in under his control 
or under his employ or/ upon his prem- 
ises, any of the following acts, as herein- 
after defined: Bulldogging, bull riding, 
wild animal racing, wild animal milk- 
ing, steer roping, two men roping, high 
lifting, loin strapping, using spurs for 
the purpose of making ahy animal buck, 
or terrifying or exciting aly animal by 
the use of the electrical or other prods, 
or by any means whatsoever. 

Section 2—It shall be unlawful to 
bite, chew or twist any part of the body 
of the animal, or to hold or control any 
animal by the use of pincers, twisters or 
Similar instruments. 

Section 3—The following terms used 
in this act shall be construed as fol- 
lows: 

(a) The term bulidogging means the 
throwing of or attempting to throw or 
the struggling with any bull. cow, calf, 
steer, Ox OF any horned animal. 

(b) The term bull riding means the 
riding of or attempting to ride any bull, 
cow, calf, steer, Ox or any horned ani- 
mal. 

(c) The term bulldogging means the 
worrying or exciting of any bull, cow, 
calf, steer, Ox or any horned animal. 

{d) The term wild animal racing 
m.mns the saddling or attempting to 
saddle any animal not broken or accus- 
tomed to the saddle, the riding of or 
attempting to ride, the harnessing of or 
attempting to harness, the driving of or 
attempting to drive, the lassoing of or 
attempting to lasso or rope of any ani- 
mal not broken to bridle or. bit or 
harness. 

(e) The term steer roping means the 
roping or iassoing of or attempting to 
rope or lasso any part of the body of 
any bull, cow, calf, ox, steer or any 
horned animal. 

(ft) The term wild animal milking 
means the milking of or attempting to 
milk any animal not accustomed to 
being milked. 

(g) The term two men roping means 
the roping or lassoing of, or attempting 
to rope or lasso, the different parts of 
the body of any animal by more than 
one person at or about the same time. 

(i) The term high lifing means the 
administering in any manner internally 
or externally of any medicine, drug or 
irritant for the purpose of inspiriting 
such animal. 

(j) The term loin strapping means the 
fa&tening of any rope, strap band or 
other material about the loins or flank 
of any animal, 

(k) The term pincers means any de- 
vice used to pinch or twist the nose, 
ears, mouth Or any part of the body of 
the animal. 

Section 4—With the exception of the 
previsions of Section 2 hereof, nothing 
in this act contained shall apply to the 
business of farming or dairying, nor the 
necessary branding, marking or breaking 
in of animals in the course of carrying 
on the business of cattle, horse or mule 
raising. 

Section 6—Nothing in this act con- 
tained shall apply to the care of any ani- 
mal while sick or injured. 

Section 6—Any violation of any pro- 
vision of this act shall be punishable 
by a fine of not less than $50 nor more 
than $500 of by imprisonment in the 
county jall for not tess than 30 days 
nor mote than 90 days, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. 


Rodeo managers are advised to cut 
this out and place it In a position where 
they can have an opportunity to study 
the conditions that will become effective 
should the rodeo law pass In California.

This redistribution of sound effects 
along the phonic track or line effects 
synchronization. It is not dependent on 
a time element since it is a physical 
operation carried out at leisure after the 
sound record is made. It brings the 
various words into accord with the film 
effects since it places them at relatively 
the same distance from the initial point. 

Inventions pass thru three stages: 

1. The conception of the idea that a 
thing may be done. 

9. The conception of the principle of 
doing it. 

$. The devising of the means to carry 
the principle into practice. 

The tremendously important invention 
of the sewing machine is an example 
of humanity waiting ages for the arrival 
of a thing that hundreds of millions 
possibly conceived of as something that 
might be done. Sewing was originally 
invented by prehistoric man when he 
attached two skins with a thong. The 
principle of sewing by machinery is that 
of using two interlaced thongs. A fourth 
member was added, that of the second 
thread. 

The means of carrying it into effect 
involved inventing a needle with an eye 
at the point instead of the heel, the 
withdrawing of the needle without push- 
ing it all the way thru, and the leaving 
of a loop on the underside to be en- 
gaged by the second thread passed in a 
bobbin thru it. ‘These are all simple 


ideas. Archimedes, Aristotle, Julius 
Caesar, Galileo, Voltaire, Shakespeare, 
Bacon, Newton, Napoleon or George 


Washington might readily have invent 
them. 

The astonishing thing about invention 
is its simplicity, after it bs done, and its 
baffiingness before it is done. It is a 
mere flash when it comes, instanteous 
and complete. If it does not come it 
does not come and the world must wait. 
Even handwriting was not invented un- 
til after Columbus set sail. 

Thousands doubtless thought of the 
idea of combining the phonograph and 
cinematograph and producing talking 
pictures. Phonograph recording, how- 
ever, until recently required the speaker 
to stand so close to the recorder that no 
acting could be done. The sensitive 
microphone and audion amplification 
how enables the voice and movements 
to be recorged simultaneously. But when 
the film player has a poor voice or a 
foreign language version is desired the 
record must be made later. 

After isolating the principle of re- 
vocalization, that of redistributing the 
effects along the track of the record, 
the third step, that of a practicable 
mexns of carrying the principle Into 
practice, had to be invented. 

I first provided a cylindrical phono- 
graph record built up of thin lamina- 
tions, like a stack of thin washers, After 
recording sounds on such a record, if 
the sound lagged when exhibited with 
the film it was because it came too far 
along the track. By taking out a thin 
lamination, prior to such point, an en- 
tire turn of the record's track was fe- 
moved and the sounds brought up to 
the film. This was best accomplished 
in @ soundiess space between words. 
Where the sound comes tco soon it may 
be pushed back by introducing a blank 
lamination, which puts in additional 
soundiess track and delays the sounds. 
Thus by inserting and removing lamina- 
tions the sound effects on the phono- 
graph are adjusted to the motion picture 
and synchronism secured. 

But this is an operation of great 
practical difficulty and delicacy. The 
idea then occurred to me that it would 
be better to adjust the optical effects 
of the film to correspond with those of 
the record atid leave the record intact. 

This is much more easily accomplishec. 
When the film optical effects run behind 
it is because the film, up to that point, 
is too long relative to the record. I 
then cut out a single picture or “frame” 
of the optical film, or more than one 
“frame”, and thus shorten it, which en- 
ables the optical effects to be reached at 
the same time as the acoustical effects 
of the record. Where the film effects 
come too soon I insert a duplicate 
“frame” and thus lengthen the film, so 
that it will not precede the record. ‘Thus 
by cutting out “frames” and inserting 
“frames” I redistribute the effects of the 
film to synchronize with those of the 
record. These changes are made in spots 
having no physical acticn on the film, in 
order not to cause jumps, It is better 
to make the film originally too long, so 
‘hat only cvt« have to be made, as it is 
more troublesome to make inserts.

a second. This is an average of 10 frames 
per spoken word. When a film gets be- 
hind several frames may be cut out 
which draws it that much ahead instead 
of merely to exact synchronism. It ts 
more agreeable for the sounds to be 
sharp, or in advance slightly, than frat 
or behind slightly. It might be thought 
that a great many cuts would have to be 
made, but the number is much less than 
might be supposed. I have made a 
phonograph record to synchronize with 
a film of Rip Van Winkle made by the 
late Joseph Jefferson, as he used correct 
lip movements in making the films. 

Actors playing talking pictures should 
perform before audiences at least 20 
times prior to making the film, This 
number of performances is necessary to 
enable the actors to get their parts 
thoroly mastered and to unify their team 
work. Then they are able to give what 
they like to call a “performance”. Talking 
pictures of any kind should not be made 
until the players are thus finished in 
their work. 

In making revocalized films the optical 
players and the vocal players should each 
perform the piece separately until they 
are thoroly up in it. After the optical 
players make the film, the acoustical 
players will watch the completed film 
and make the record. The synchronism 
will thus be nearly effected, and 
with the film in hand, the film cutter, 
examining phonograph record, either a 
disc or tape, with a microscope, will cut 
out “frames” of the film and bring it 
into synchronization with the record. 
The synckronism of the words of one 
set of players and the lip movements of 
the others will thus accord exactly. 

In addition to issued patents I have 
several applications in the Patent Office 
for important manipulative processes of 
the Invention which should mature into 
patents in due course. 

Claim 1, of the upwards of 100 
claims that have been granted, issued 
or allowed on the patents outstanding 
and pending applications in the series 
of inventions involved, reads: 

1, An automatically produced record of 
progressively changing sense phenomena 
having its distribution of sense effects 


artificially altered to accord with an- 
other analogous recorti of sense phenom- 
ena, substantially as <¢jescribed. 


This is a broad cl¢im. Equally broad 
process claims are: 

5. The process of synchronizing a 
sound record with another sense impres- 
sion record by artificially modifying the 
spacing of the acoustical effects thereon. 


27. The process of tiynchronizing a mo- 
tion picture film with another sense im- 
pression record by artificially modifying 
the spacing of the optical effects 
shereon. 

Owing to the relatively simply way in 
which my inventions are carried into 
effect, some tive users of it have 
been inclined to doubt it patentability 
as an invention. This matter was 
brought up, along with requirements for 
division, by the primary examiners in the 
Patent Office. In two instances I car- 
ried appeals to the examiners-in-chief 
and then to the commissioner in person, 
which was, until recently, the procedure. 
These cases were passed upon by the 
late assistant commissioner, T. W. H 
Clay, the ruling authority under the 
procedure, and noted for the soundness 
of his decisions, and I quote verbatim 
from his decisiois, which resulted in 
two patents beiny issued: 

ee Ree I consider that he (the in- 
ventor) has produced a radical invention, 
especially brilliant in the conception 
broadly of the scheme of operation by 
which the result is to be obtained. I 
do not see in the prior art any sugges- 
tion of a solution of his problem. 

“. . . It appears clearly that the 
applicant has a principal invention and 
a subsidiary invention, both of which 
are necessarily broad. 

“. . . The product and the process 
are virtually the same invention and 
ought not to be divided. 

“. . « Not only the applicant's process 
is new, but undoubtedly there is a new 
product. 

“. . . It seems to be generally agreed 
that the applicant Is not anticipated in 
The: oe. i 

The products referred to are the re- 
vocalized record and film and the pro- 
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Cesses are the ways of making them 
described. 


It will be obvious from these excerpts 
that the patents are as well established 
as can be the case with patents that 
have not actually been thru litigation 

In the matter of forcign language 
films, the revocalized film is indispen- 
sable. The only alternatives are to have 
American actors who can speak foreign 
languages perfectly or all foreign cas 
for face and voice. The first is impossib! 
and the second would lose the values 
of the American film favorites. 


To make revocalized foreign language 
films, the American actors must have a 
sufficient smiattering of the foreign 
languages to make the proper lip move- 
ments. The foreign words must actually 
be promounced before the camera, tho 
the accent does not matter. The 
foreign vocal actors, to whom the 
language is native, will then make the 
sound record, and the American vocal 
film will then be synchronized there- 
with by my process. 


American actors should learn five 
foreign languages fairly well; as five will 
cover the major part of the foreign field: 
French, Spanish, Portuguese (for South 
America), Italian and German. In the 
case of the more difficult languages, such 
as Russian, Chinese, Sanskrit and 
British; they may be phonetically 
represented for American actors in Eng- 
lish characters and learned by rote, the 
sounds being pronounced without the 
Meanings being accurately understood. 
Wall charts of the sets and loud speak- 
€rs operated by the foreign actors will 
assist the American actors in making 
the proper lip movements for the 
language they do not quite master. It is, 
of course, absolutely essential to have a 
Separate negative for each foreign 
language, with the proper lip movements 
on the film, for the foreign-speaking 
actors to synchronize to. 


The foreign actors will be on the set 
observing the American actors in order 
to thoroly understand the action so 
that when they make the sound records 
they will understand the situation. The 
cost of the foreign negatives will not be 
great, as it will not involve any extra 
settings, and the foreign actors for the 
phonograph alone will not be unduly 
expensive. It will, however, create a con- 
siderable demand for foreign actors and 
translators, both in Hollywcod and New 
York, and the speaking sequences may 
mot amount to more than half the film. 
A vocalized sequence later run as a silent 
Sequence is very dead and slow, so that 
revocalization for foreign language is 
necessary.

Eimer Kane is a semi-pro pitcher of 
centryville, Ind. He has great possi- 
pilities and the New York team is after 
nim. Dumb, braggy and lazy, he will 
not consider the offer, If the big 
jeaguers want him they will have to 
move the club to Indiana. His only 
interests ih life are eating and sleeping, 
and in the few hours between he doves 
comfortably im the seat of a grocery 
wagon, Of which he is the driver. The 
horse has been trained to make the 
rounds unguided. But Eimer holds a 
secret love for his employer, 4 girl. 
When she comes to encourage him to 
accept his chance he flatly refuses. She 
requests @ reason. He loves her. In 
the hope that it will stir ambition with- 
in him she refuses.

However much a plot was neceasary to 
meet the requirements of sound thea- 
ter, the fact remains that Eimer the 
Great is by far the best in its first and 
thifd acts. Set in Elmer's family home 
in Indiana, they offer little more than 
an intensive character study of the 
lea@ifig charac’er. That is where Lard- 
ner shines. He is relentless In showing 
the boobery, egotiem and stubbornness 
of this pitching genius. Lardner has 
created a e@reat character. Seldom has 
his safdonic humor, h‘s pitiless insight 
into human nature, been seen to better 
advan'age 

It i¢ hard to imagine what the result 
might have been without the intelligent 
acting of Walter Heston. Delicately. 
painstakingly, he has contrived to give 
Eitier Kane an air of reality that is 
masterful His every move and every 
utterance is In complete harmony with 
the character as created by Lardner 
Certainly this will go down as one of 
the finest and truest performances of 
the s®ason. 

Not too far behind is Nan Sunderland 
as this boob’s home-town sweetheart. 
Intelligent and visionary. she plays the 
part with a reserve that always holds 
It within the limits of plausibility 
Harold Healy is fine as the brusque, 
square-Shooting manager, and Tom 
Biake is acceptable as the scout who 
finds that Elmer is not so dumb as first 
appearances might indicate. Kate Mor- 
gan is particularly amusing as an elder- 
ly, maidenhiy, working guest in Elmer's 
home, and Katharine Francis is attrac- 
tive as & show girl. Purther excellent 
characterizat‘ons are drawn by Lida 
MacMillan, Edith Luckett, Henry Shel- 
vey, John Pierson, Arthur Finnegan and 
Edwin Walter 

In fact, the entire cast ie unusually 
capablé, and excellent types have been 
found to portray the members of a big¢- 
league ball club. It would appear that 
the production could stand a little 
faster pace, altho some moderation 
should be allowed to obtain the best 
effects of Lardner’s subtle humor 

Frankly, the mounting of the produc- 
tion is not on a par with. its other 
features. In fact, only the opening 
scene and that in the dressing room 
even Cafry an air of authenticity. Such 
tawdry settings have detracted con- 
sidérably from the air of quality that 
otherwise would stirround the play 
This is particularly no‘iceable in Scene 
2, Act II. It more resembles the settings 
for a third-rate vaudeville team. Maybe 
it is Just as well that no credit is given 
on the program.

legitimate producer. instead of casting 
thru outside agen-ies, will place an 
expert on his staff to take care of such 
matters and secure his talent. 


All the leaders in the field are agreed 
that the success or failure of the action 
rests with the actor himself. He has 
unanimously passed the measure, Will 
he support it? Equity has laid down no 
mandatory penalty for violation on the 
part of the actor. Many consider this 
a weakness There are those in the 
association who advise a flat suspension 
of three years for any member violating 
the rules, Whether or not the actor 
sees that the success of the move rests 
with him is another matter. Several of 
the leading agents claim that the legis- 
lation will be Ineffective because the 
actor is ready and willing to pay more 
tham 5 per cent for engagements, and 


that he will do so either anonymously 
or thru some roundabout method. 

On the other hand, there is a psycho- 
logical aspect to the problem that will 
carry great weight in policing and pre- 
venting such a cordition. The agent 
knows that if he oversteps the rules he 
will lose his license, which practically 
means that he is forced out of business 
as far as the legitimate theater is con- 
cerned. The actor knows that he faces 
severe punishment, maybe suspension, 
which would put him out of the dra- 
matic and musical comedy fields. Will 
the actor alldw the agent to hold the 
threat of exposure over his head simply 
to get am engagement? By the same 
token, will the agent jeopardize his 
business and allow the actor to have the 
goods on him simply to gain a smail 
additional percentage per week? The 
best minds in the business think not. 

Equity is prepared to fight it to the 
limit. It realizes that the plan may 
not function perfectly at the start, but 
it is determined that the net shall be 
absolutely escape proof, even if it has 
to take over the casting business itself. 

The plan goes into effect Tuesday, 
October 9. From that date on no agent 
not having an Equity permit will be 
allowed to do business with Equity 
members. At that time members will 
be advised of the agents with whom 
they may dicker. The same arrange- 
ment goes for artists’ representatives.
